Second Prize Oration of the State Inter-Collegiate Prohibition Contest, held at Philadelphia, May 5, 1896, 
delivered by William B. Lahr, of Susquehanna University, Selinsgrove, Pa. 



The progress of the human race is mani- 
fest. Man, the climax of God's creation, 
is endowed with the capacity for improve- 
ment. He is never satisfied with pres- 
ent attainments. He is continually look- 
ing forward to the betterment of his con- 
dition. Breathing the progressive spirit 
of nature around him, he bounds forward 
toward the goal of perfection. One height 
reached, another is surveyed. Thus from 
decade to decade, from century to century, 
from age to age, he continues his advance- 
ment. New lands are discovered, forests 
removed, fields are sown which wave with 



harvests for the good of man. From the 
bowels of the earth are brought forth coal, 
iron, and the precious metals ; great cities 
rise ; holy temples greet the morning sun ; 
and such powers of nature are mastered as 
will carry traffic to and fro, dispel the 
darkness of the night, and exchange 
thought in a moment of time regardless of 
distance and what lies between. 

In his rapid progress from barbarism to 
civilization, from the first stages of civiliza- 
tion to the perfection of the human race, 
man is not blind to the importance of his 
moral development. He interprets the 
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mind of his Creator who endowed him with 
the light of reason and the gift of lofty 
aspirations. 

The great stream of society reform, 
having its source at the fountain of all 
truth, the divine mind, flows down through 
the ages. Tribes, cities, and kingdoms, 
refusing its cleansing power, are swept 
from their foundation and carried into the 
vast ocean of ruin. Morality said to an- 
cient Greece, as she was proudly leading 
the world in language and thought, "Re- 
form your society." Greece laughed; but 
Grecian civilization is a thing of the past. 
To the mind of the student her former 
pomp and glory come but as a dread. A 
few works of literature and art are all that 
remain to remind us of the place where 
once a Plato philosophized and a Homer 
sung. Morality said to ancient Rome, as 
she proudly declared herself to be mis- 
tress of both land and sea, "Reform your 
societv ; quit your Bacchanalian revels ; 
rescue your youths from these, the fruits of 
hell." Rome laughed; but Rome has 
fallen. Her army is gone! her navy gone! 
her power gone ! her youth corrupted ! 
There was no Cicero to denounce ! no Cap- 
sar to conquer. All that literature can do 
is to sound fortli only an echo of her an- 
cient fame and glory. 

These are but examples of the great 
catalogue of cities and kingdoms which 
once flourished, but because of drunken- 
ness and shameless debauchery and the re- 
fusal to adhere to the voice of Morality re- 
ceived the curse of heaven and were con- 
sumed by the fire of hell. The glory of 
proud Egypt, of Babylon and of Nineveh, 
has, by the swift speeding of Time on his 
rapid pinions, been borne away. 0, what 
feeling of solemnity steals upon the modern 
historian at the thought of ruined grandeur! 
The United States has stood, for almost 



a century and a quarter, firm, firm as the 
adamantine rocks of the everlasting hills. 
Though at times the cry of war and the 
clash of arms are heard coming across the 
hills and plains ; though at times the storm 
of financial stringency has swept through 
our land, yet onward roll the wheels of 
progress. 

Shall it be said that future generations 
shall behold American grandeur only in 
the past ? That this sweeping tide of 
prosperity shall cease to flow onward in its 
course ? That the seal of this grand and 
influential nation shall become merely an 
emblem of former greatness ? That our 
dear old flag, the stars and stripes, which 
floats so triumphantly from the dome- of 
every public building and which holds the 
choicest spot in the hearts of more than 
69,000,000 of people, shall lose its mag- 
netic power and become nothing more than 
thread and color,? Shall this be said of 
the American Republic ? The answer de- 
pends on the voice of her people. That 
same free will which controls the lives of 
men has the power to maintain or to de- 
stroy national glory. America is not des- 
tined to fall ; but unless her aggressive 
spirit is accompanied by devoted vigilence 
and the execution of wise purposes and 
pure motives with regard to the great par- 
ent of evils, intemperance, she, blessed by 
all the gifts of heaven, will certainly fall. 

The fearful story of intemperance in our 
land is not fiction, it is not mere fancy, it 
is not the invention of an imaginative 
mind. It is real. It is true. The claws 
of that blighting demon are raised to come 
down upon its prey. That hissing serpent 
with its treacherous fangs is poisoning the 
very heart's blood of our republic. The 
legalized liquor traffic is displaying Hercu- 
lean strength. It is rapidly increasing 
and if not soon arrested, will, like the ex- 
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pansive force of heat, become of infinite 
power. 

With the love of money on the part of 
the saloonkeeper as the steam driving the 
piston, and with the appetite of the inebri- 
ate populace as the vacuum the great en- 
gine of the authorized traffic in intoxicants 
is propelled with increasing momentum, 
drawing the thundering train of immorali- 
ties which crushes beneath its wheels truth, 
virtue, — all that is good in the sight of 
Heaven. If the christian people of this 
republic do not raise their voices against 
king alcohol through the ballot, they will 
meet him on the field of battle. It does 
not take the prophetic eye of an Isaiah to 
see it, nor the faith of a Paul to believe it. 
A few moments of thought and simple log- 
ic should prove it. A few years will re- 
veal it. 

Who can be so bold, so brave that fear 
does not chill the very blood which flows 
through his veins as he beholds the present 
strength and power of the liquor traffic of 
our nation? It is a power represented by 
a formidable army of over 207,000 well 
organized liquor dealers into whose coffers 
flow annually more than a billion of dol- 
lars, back of which is an invested capital 

of inestimable greatness, which, to say the 
least, doubles itself every few years. In 
the face of such facts as these, lives there 
a loyal, intelligent American with so little 
concern for the welfare of the land that 
gave him birth that he will not arise from 
his lethargy and shake off the ties that 
bind him to parties whose issues are dead 
and whose organs are corrupt? Will he 
not come forth resolved to sound his voice 
with a party whose issues are living and 
whose politics are clean ? 

The legalized liquor traffic is weaving 
itself into the verv fabric of our nation 
and ere long it will be too late to rend 
them asunder. It subverts the law, per- 
verts the truth, and -tramples justice under 
foot. Yet men, honorable men we know 



they are, cry, " Fight intemperance but 
keep your weapons out of politics." Do 
men catch fish in the desert or do they 
launch out into the deep to lower their 
nets ? Intemperance is intrenched in poli- 
tics and there it must be met. 

Liquor is the dominating influence in 
controlling our political campaigns, and no 
sooner is a candidate elected to office than 
the liquor lobbyist places a price upon his 
principles of truth and right. The Repub- 
lican party merely says, "We sympathize 
with the temperance movement. " The 
Democratic party actually ignores it. These 
two parties have manned the ship of state 
and is it not true that the captain and crew 
tarry long at the free bar of the capitol 
while the ship bounds recklessly onward 
endangered by the Scylla and Charybdis 
of intemperance and crime? 

It is time to act! A delay is dangerous! 
We have reached the culmination of op- 
portunity. Morality speaks ! She will have 
audience. Is christian patriotism dead? 
The story of taking ancient Troy by 
strategem no longer remains a classic 
poem. Our statue of Minerva is removed 
(there is lack of wisdom here). The 
wooden horse is within our walls ; armed 

soldiers are coming forth ; the gates have 
been thrown open, the great fleet which 
has been holding aloof on the sea of dis- 
guise is being signalled while christian 
voters sleep. Awake, oh citizens of this 
grand union! Arouse thy slumbering 
patriotism. 

Forget ye the lives that were sacrificed 
on our country's altar that liberty might 
be enthroned? Hear once more the clash 
of arms resound from the battle fiV d i of Sara- 
toga, New Orleans and Gettysburg ! Read 
on those spots, drenched with human blood, 
the price that there was paid for that free- 
dom fcr the maintenance of which you are 
responsible. Let every energy be aroused 
and every effort be put forth to hasten the 
time when the sun, in making his succes- 
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sive journeys across the arena of heaven, 
may cast his rays upon a land freed from 
this accursed foe; when churches and school 
houses shall take the place of saloons and 
dens of immorality ; when purity shall 



speak where shameless debauchery now 
holds sway ; when heaven-born principles 
shall pervade the masses so as to prepare 
the world for the coming of the Prince of 
Peace. 



RAMACHANDRAYYA'S VISIT.

Ramachandrayya, a converted high 
caste Brahmin from the Lutheran Mis- 
sion at Guntur, India, lectured Sunday at 
2 p. m. in the chapel of the University. 
Subject, "The religions of the world." 
He also delivered a sermon in the College 
church in the morning, and spoke at night 
on the physical features, peoples, customs, 
etc., of India. His lectures were all 
scholarly and forcible, and were greatly 
appreciated by the large audiences present 
on each occasion. In his personality and 
life he is a marvelous witness to the en- 
lightening and transforming power of the 
Grace of the Holy Spirit. A man of fine 
intellect and of liberal education, he had 
critically examined the religions of his 
own country, and honestly endeavored to 
conform his life to their teaching. While 
teaching in the Madras University, he fell 
seriously ill, and for a long time his life 
trembled in the balance. After he began 
to convalesce, Mrs. Dr. Wolfe visited him 
at the Hospital, and read to him the me- 
morial address delivered by Rev. M. 
Rhodes, D. D., at the funeral of Dr. Tres- 
sler, president of Carthage College. 

The address quoted some of the assur- 
ing words of triumph breathed forth by 
this dying servant of God as the veil began 
to lift and the great light of eternity to 
pour into his soul. The conscientious dis- 
ciple of heathen philosophies, as he lay 
convalescing, heard these words as they 



came from almost the other shore, and put 
the solemn inquiry to his own soul, "If I 
had died while so ill would I have had such 
comfort, such experience?" and he knew 
in that hour, as he never knew before, 
that his religion did not bridge the chasm 
with a great highway of light into the 
glory of heaven. This led to his accept- 
ance of the Christ of the gospel as his 
personal Savior. For him to renounce 
heathen idolatry and follow Christ meant a 
literal fulfillment of the Savior's words — 
"and every one that hath forsaken houses, 
or brethren, or sisters, or father, or moth- 
er, or wife, or children, or lands, for my 
name's sake, shall receive an hundred fold, 
and shall inherit everlasting life." Into 
this new sphere of complete ostracism, 
nothing came back to him save his devoted 
wife, who afterward also became a convert 
to Christianity, and now has entered into 
rest. The rebound of the Gospel sent into 
heathendom comes back to us, in such a 
convert as Ramachandrayya, as a great 
benediction. His faith so strong, com- 
plete, unquestioning; his thorough and un- 
reserved adoption of the principles of the 
Christian life, and their complete absorp- 
tion into his own life, and his full consecra- 
tion to the work which he feels called under 
God to do, present to us an ideal of a true 
life, that is an inspiration to the follow- 
ers of Christ in a christian land. 
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PRESIDENT DIMM AT THE ALLEGHANY SYNOD. 



By direction of the Board of Directors, 
President J. R. Dimm, D. D., attended the 
meeting of the Allegheny Synod of the 
Lutheran Church at Altoona, Penna. He 
was entertained in elegant style by his 
friends and treated with distinguished kind- 
ness by the members of the Synod, having 
been invited to speak before the body in 
behalf of Susquehanna University. He 
was heard with marked attention and al- 
lowed his own time. As the Synods are 
now considering the feasibility of Synodical 
representations in the Boards of the col- 
leges of the church, at the invitation of our 
president, it was decided by resolution to 
select one clerical and one lay-representa- 



tive to be elected as members of our Board 
at the meeting in June next. 

Other Synods, we understand, are con- 
templating the same step in relation to 
our institution. That the way for such 
representation is open, according to the 
charter and constitution, will be set before 
the Central, Synod of Penna., the Pittsburg 
and the Susquehanna. Should they adopt 
the suggestion and each select representa- 
tives, we have no doubt of their being 
elected in the Board as fast as vacancies 
occur so as to render it possible. These 
four Synods having representation in our 
Board would greatly widen the basis of in- 
fluence and strengthen the force of this in- 
stitution of the church. 



THE RESIGNATION OP DR. BORN. 



On account of failing health, Rev. P. 
Born, D. D., one of the theological pro- 
fessors of Susquehanna University, desir- 
ing to retire from the position he had so 
long held, placed his resignation in the 
hands of the secretary of the Board. A 
special meeting was held July 17th, when 
the resignation was regretfully accepted, 
and the following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted : 

Whereas, Rev. Peter Born, D. D., has 
been prominently connected with Mission- 
ary Institute, now Susquehanna Univer- 
sity, for a period of thirty-six years ; and 

Whereas, During this period he has 
ably filled the positions of principal of the 
classical department, superintendent, and 
professor in the theological department, 
and also as solicitor and collector for the 
endowment and other funds ; and 

Whereas, By reason of his influence 
and exertions throughout the church and 



elsewhere, he has accomplished much good 
for our institution ; and 

Whereas, After all this extended period 
of usefulness, he now declines further ser- 
vice as a theological professor in Susque- 
hanna University; therefore 

Resolved, That as a Board, we fully 
appreciate and are grateful for his career 
of usefulness in building up the University 
in the capacity of instructor, superintend- 
ent, solicitor and friend. 

Resolved, That our sincere sympathy, 
on account of his recent infirmities, is 
hereby extended to him, with the hope and 
prayer that he may yet be spared to labor 
for the good of the institution. 

Resolved, That as an evidence of our 
appreciation and esteem, we hereby elect 
him, the Rev. Peter Born, D. D., Profes- 
sor Emeritus of Theology in Susquehanna 
University, hereby relieving him of all ac- 
tive duties in the institution. Secretary. 
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All the members of the Theological class 
are men who have a thorough preparation 
and are able to comprehend and appre- 
ciate the profundity of the work in which 
they are engaged. 

Mr. Botsford supplied his home church, 
in Washington, D. C, and Mr. Albeck, 
the church in Millville, Pa., during vaca- 
tion; the latter will continue to supply 
during the year. 



Mr. Lahr is supplying the Oak Grove 
charge. The other members of the class 
have spent their vacation in canvassing, 
etc. 

At a special meeting of the Missionary 
Society, new officers were elected and 
work for the year was begun. 

Some of the Seniors will appear at the 
next meeting of the Central Penna. Synod 
for licensure.

PREFACE. 

Even as early as the time of the wise 
and ancient preacher it was said, "Of mak- 



ing many books there is no end ; and much 
studv is a weariness of the flesh." Such 
being the case, it has been the custom, 
from time immemorial, after writing a 
book to preface it with an apology for its 
presentation. That bane of Freshmen, 
the rythmical "Facturusne operae pretium 
sim," with which Livy begins his apology 
for writing an unsurpassed account of the 
deeds and origin of the Romans, shows 
that prefaces were in favor in the days 
when Rome was in the zenith of her 
glory. Other historians, not so great nor

printed alter her death, Ed.] 
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so well known, have followed this style. 
The precedent is established and we have 
no other way than to fall into line, tho' 
ever so far from the lead, and give reason 
for writing this most important history.

They remain the same whether men are 
conversant with these facts or whether 
they are not. Lest the world be left in 
ignorance concerning the Alumni of the 
Classical department of the Missionary 
Institute we undertake this task.

The information presented to you 
in this account has no less authority than 
the minutes of the meetings of the 
Association. We have endeavored to 
present these facts as clearly as possible

Our president is a member of the Cen- 
tral Synod of Penna. and attended its 
late meeting at Lock Haven. He was 
elected president of the body and the im- 
partiality of his rulings and his general 
ability, as a presiding officer, received 
many marks of commendation from the 
leading members. 

He was also chosen one of the dele- 
gates to represent the Central Synod in 
the General Svnod of the Lutheran 
church in the United States, which is to 
meet next May, in Mansfield, Ohio.

PROF. GEORGE E. FISHER, Ph. B. 

The subject of this sketch, Prof. George 
E. Fisher, was born in Middlecreek town- 
ship, near Kreamer, Jan. 17, 1869. He 
is the oldest son and next oldest child 
of Calvin and Matilda Fisher. His early 
boyhood days were spent upon the farm ; 
but at the death of his father, in 1872, his 
mother removed from the farm and took 
up her abode in the town of Salem, Pa., 
where she has resided ever since. 

Young George early evinced a love for 
study and manifested a thoughtfulness far 
beyond his years. His early education 
was obtained in the public schools of his 
native county, but not satisfied with the 
advantages there afforded, he entered 
Susquehanna University (then Missionary 
Institute) in the fall of 1884. 

In the course of his collegiate training 
he won the respect of his class-mates and 
his teachers for his sterling qualities as a 



student and as a man. After graduation 
at the end of the Sophomore year at Mis- 
sionary Institute, he spent one year teach- 
ing in the public schools of Penn township, 
with ability and success ; feeling, however, 
the need of a complete college course, he 
entered the Junior class at Bucknell Uni- 
versitv in the fall of '89. His work there 
was marked by the same studiousness that 
had characterized his work in the former 
institution and in '91 he was graduated 
from the University with honors. 

In the fall of the same year he accepted 
the principalship of the Friends' Normal 
Institute, at Rising Sun, Md. After hold- 
ing this position for one year, he resigned 
to accept the professorship of Science in 
Bucknell Academy. In this institution he 
labored faithfully for four years, endearing 
himself, by his devotion to his work, to all 
entrusted to his care and instruction. At 
the close of the spring term of '96 the 
professorship of the Natural Sciences in 

Suspuehanna University became vacant. 
After careful deliberation the Board of 
Directors concluded that Prof. Fisher was 
the proper man for this vacancy and he 
was unnanimouslv elected. To him it was 
a matter of great regret to leave his former 
position, but his love for his first Alma 
Mater and a conviction that a larger field 
of usefulness was awaiting him here caused 
him to accept the position he now holds. 

Prof. Fisher is a Lutheran and an ex- 
amplary Christian, both in character and 
active work. As a teacher he takes rank 
with the most successful young men of the 
profession. He is a close student, has 
thoroughly mastered his subjects, is full 
of enthusiasm and arouses great interest 
in his classes. He has already won the 
respect and admiration of the students here 
and is entering upon a career of great 
usefulness to the cause of education and 
ChriHtianity in this community.

We are, indeed, exceedingly pleased 
with the September number of The Sus- 
quehanna. We realize now, more than 
ever before, how very unwise we were not 
to have instigated our "revolution" long 
before this, so that our periodical could 
have truly represented our institution.

Great enthusiasm has already been dis- 
played in this branch of the University 
course. It is gratifying to see the excel- 
lent material that is at hand from which 
to choose a foot ball team. Over thirty 
men have signified their intention to en- 
gage in regular practice. With hard work, 
and careful attention to the strategic points 
of the game, we hope to have a team 
worthy of the University. 

At the regular annual meeting of the 
Athletic Association, held September 8th, 
1896, the following officers were elected 
for the ensuing year. II. W. Morris, 
Pres.. II. I. Brungart, Vice Pres., Bruce 
A. Metzgar, Sec'y, Arthur B. Wallize, 
Treas. 

Prof. George E. Fisher was elected mana- 
ger of the foot ball team, and full control 
of the work was given into his hands. It 
was further decided that the business of 
the foot ball work be placed in the hands 
of an advisory board, and the following 
were elected. Prof. George E. Fisher, chair- 
man, Prof. J. Yutzy, Prof. Thos. 0. Houtz, 
Prof John I. Woodruff and Mr. A. B. 
Wallize. Hence arises the hope that 
many, or at least a few laurels may be 
won on the athletic field. 

At an enthusiastic mass meeting of the 
students, held September 17th, 1896, 
maroon and orange were unanimously 
adopted as the University colors. It is 
earnestly hoped that as time rolls on, they 
may become as fixed as the trees of Leb- 
anon, and looked upon by posterity, as one 
of the traditions of the school.

We are glad to see the interest revived 
in lawn-tennis. It is a clean exhilarating 



game, and amply supplies the students' de- 
mand for exercise. There is a sentiment 
afloat among tennis enthusiasts that a ten- 
nis tournament is not one of the impossi- 
bilities next spring. In order to bring 
this about, it is necessary to have several 
more courts. These should be built this 
fall, to give the fresh earth time to settle, 
and form a compact bottom. May we 
hope to see this accomplished? 

One, standing around the corners, hears 
all sorts of rumors. Manv of them are 
noteworthy, while some of them claim our 
immediate attention and careful study. 
We would direct special notice to the sub- 
ject of putting the Athletic Association on 
a genuine business basis. If the fact has 
not already been developed, it is slowly 
reaching its culmination year by year, 
that athletics is a very important part of 
a collegiate education. The various games 
that enter into the list of college favorites 
must needs be conducted and controlled by 
a systematic code of laws and rules. The 
reason, therefore, is obvious for concen- 
trated action on the part of those interest- 
ed, the faculty and students. It will take 
some money to accomplish the desired in- 
novation ; and that is needed right speed- 
ily.

daily. The enthusiasm continues, and a 

great deal of good material has appeared 

upon the field. One great trouble that will 

confront the Advisory Board when they 
c< me to select the team, will be the fact 
that a large number of the competitors for 
a place on the team have never participat-

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ed in a pig-skin contest. Yet, they all 
display that most excellent of spirits, will- 
ingness. Manager Fisher has been untir- 
ing in his efforts in coaching the boys, and 
feels encouraged with the outlook. 

The following games have been sched- 
uled. Oct. 5, Bloomsburg State Normol 
at Bloomsburg ; Oct. 10, Bucknell Re- 
serves at Selinsgrove ; Nov. 14, Blooms- 
burg State Nornal at Selinsgrove. An 
effort is being made to arrange a second 
game with Bucknell, at Lewisburg; also 
games with Dickinson Seminary, and 
Williamsport High School. Our second 
eleven is putting up a strong game and 
efforts are being made to schedule several 
games for it also. 

SPECIAL. 

The 'Varsity eleven opened the foot ball 
season with the Bloomsburg State Normal 
school at Bloomsburg on the third of Oct. 
and were defeated by a score of 22 — 0. 
The score, by no means, represents the 
closeness of the contest, as misfortune fol- 
lowed our boys from the start. Two of 
the players, in whom our strength rested, 
were disabled in the early part of the 
first half; while three of the touch downs 
resulted from unfortunate fumbles on our 
side. 

Capt. Worthington won the toss and gave 
Susquehanna the ball. Hare kicked for 



twenty-five yards into Bloomsburg territory, 
and a few yards were gained by the runner. 
By a series of end plays and a succession 
of downs, Bloomsburg, after five minutes 
hard aud vigorous work made a touch- 
down and kicked a goal. After the next 
kick-off, Susquehanna secured the ball on 
downs, and soon had Bloomsburg decidedly 
on the defensive. A few minutes sharp 
play brought the ball within two yards of 
Bloomsburg's goal, when the ball was 
lost through a fumble. This together with 
the injuries received greatly disheartened 
our boys and helped swell the score. 

The boys played a hard, earnest game 
and are entitled to words of praise. Those 
interested in Athletics at Susquehanna, 
that saw the game, feel proud of the boys 
and rest confident that thev will win 
on the grid-iron, ere the season closes.

HISTORY OF THE ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 

of the Classical Department of the Missionary Institute.

First Edition (Copyright 

In the year 1884 Missionary Institute 
had been established and educating for 
twenty-five years. Six classes had regu- 
larly graduated and received diplomas of 
the Classical Department. Prof. J. R. 
Dimm, D. D., then the Principal, feeling 
the need of the co-operation and interests 
of the Alumni, suggested and urged the 
organization of the Alumni of the Class- 
ieal Department. On June 4th, the 
graduation dav of that voar, all Alumni

referred) June 17, 1S9<>. 

of this department were invited to a meet 
ing in the old chapel, which was then in the 
building now known as Selinsgrove Hall 
Twenty-three persons, whose names follow 
constituted the bodv. Rev. S. F. Green 
hoe, 79; Rev. J. E. F. Hassinger, 79 
Sarah II. Evans, '80; C. B. Evans, '80 
II. E. Miller, Esq., '80; C. P. Swarm, M 
D., '82; Rev. J. C. Schindel, '80; 0. II 
Marsh, Esq., 82; Rev. F. L. Bergstresser, 
'82; Chas. E. Ehrehart, Esq. ,'80; Katie K. 
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Ehrehart, '82; Rev. C. B. King; M. L. 
Ditzler; Rev. J. N. Lenker; Cottie Born; 
M. L. Wagenseller, Rev. 0. E. Faber, '82, 
D. S. Kauffman, '83; Hon. C. W. Her- 
man, '83; J. R. Kauffman, 84; Rev. I). 
B. Triebley, '84; S. M. Smyser, Esq., '84; 
Rev. J. M. Stover, '84. Rev. I. P. Zim- 
merman, '80, called the meeting to order 
at nine o'clock a. m., Hon. C. W. Her- 
man was appointed recording secretary 
pro tern. The first president elected wan 
M. L. Wagenseller, and Rev. J. C. Sehin- 
del became first recording secretary. This 
election was viva voce. The committee 
appointed on constitution were C. W. 
Herman, S. F. (Ireenhoe and the president 
of the association. The second committee 
appointed was one to act in conjunction 
with the president of the association and 
the faculty of the Institute to make ar- 
rangements for a place among the annual 
exercises of commencement week to have 
an address to the Alumni. Revs. Has- 
singer and Faber and Hon. (\ W. Her- 
man composed this most important of 
committees. Who should compose this 
body was the next matter to he arranged. 
It was decided that any person who had 
completed the prescribed course of study 
in the Classical Department of the Mis- 
sionary Institute was eligible to member- 
ship in the association. Evidently these 
charter members had full faith in the co- 
operation of the school for Rev. .1. C. 
Sehindel, '80, was elected to deliver the 
address to the Alumni at the next com- 
mencement. A historian was elected also. 
The person who was to fill this office was 
Rev. S. F. Greenhoe with C. E. Ehrehart, 
Esq., as alternate. Whether from lack of 
interest or data neither ever reported. An 
adjourned meeting was held in the after- 
noon of the same day of organization when 
a committee of five was directed "to com- 



municate matters of interest to the county 
and church papers." 

It was supposed that a good foundation 
had been laid and that an association so 
well organized would go on to build a fine 
superstructure. But alas ! For "the best 
laid plans of men and mice." When the 
next annual commencement arrived a 
novel idea seemed to have taken possession 
of a few minds. For years there had 

t 

been in operation an Alumni Association 
of the Theological Department. Not the 
slightest opposition to this was even re- 
motely dreamed of by those who organized 
the Classical Department. The expecta- 
tion was rather to strengthen the other by 
"provoking one another to good works." 
However, either this youthful association 
was deemed too infantile to take care of 
itself or the other so ancient as to need 
youthful vigor, for a meeting of all the 
Alumni of both departments was called in 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church in which 
was proposed a consolidation of the two 
associations under the name of The Alumni 
Association of the Missionary Institute. A 
new constitution adapted to such a conglom- 
eration was a necessity, for a distinctively 
ecclesiastical one would never do for such 
common mortals as. the classical graduates 
and a secular constitution would not suit 
the "cloth" of the theologues. A commit- 
tee was appointed to draw up this difficult 
paper and officers were elected for the en- 
suing year. Rev. M. Rhoades, D. D.» 
was elected speaker. 

Being turned aside from their purpose 
the Classical Alumni had not vet become 
a force. The growing numbers, the 
gathering in of representatives of other 
callings and professions than the ministry, 
and the increasing number of Alumnae 
caused the Classical graduates to under- 
take attain an organization of their own. 
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They therefore met in the old chapel in the 
afternoon of June 2nd, 1886, to organize 
the Alumni Association of the Classical 
Department of the Missionary Institute. 
The basis of membership was to hold a 
diploma of the Classical Department or to 
have pursued the classical course of the in- 
stitution. Another committee was ap- 
pointed to submit a constitution and by- 
laws to the association at the next annual 
meeting. Hon. C. W. Herman was elect- 
ed to make the address. 

June 8, 1887, the same old chapel, with 
its straight backed seats and single desks, 
was the place of another meeting of the as- 
sociation. After the opening exercises the 
constitution committee, IT. K. Gregory, 
Esq., '85, 0. II. Marsh, Esq., '82, and II. 
E. Miller, Esq., '80, reported. Surely 
this should be a legal constitution and out' 
not to be misinterpreted. The constitution 
was unanimously adopted and the associa- 



tion proceeded to strengthen their associa- 
tion further bv electing as officers, Pres., 
Hon. C. W. Herman; Vice Pres., II. K. 
Gregory, Esq.; Rec. Sec'y, C. H. Dimm, 
M. D.fCor. Sec'y, H. E. Miller, Esq.; 
Treas., Miss Kate Ehrehart; Historiograph- 
er, Rev. S. E. Bateman; Necrologist, H. 
K. Gregory, Esq. The speakers elected 
were 0. II. Marsh, Esq., and Rev. F. L. 
Rergstresser. One committee was appoint- 
ed to secure suitable music for the evening 
exercises of the alumni, a second to make 
arrangements for the meeting, and a third 
to advertise our meeting in the church 
and county papers and to notifiy each mem- 
ber of any and all meetings. The asso- 
ciation decided to ask the faculty to give 
the evening preceding the classical gradua- 
tion dav for the address to the Classical 
alumni. Also that the annual business 
meeting be held immediately after the 

address.

It is with pleasure that we present to 
the view of the readers of The Susque- 
hanna in this issue a picture of our in- 
struetor in (J reek and French, Professor 
Herbert A. Allison, A. M. 

He is the son of Samuel M. and Anna 
Allison, and was horn near Gettysburg, 
hi.. "July 24, 18To. Here amid the in- 
vigorating scenes of rural life he developed 
into pure and sturdy manhood, spending 
the time riot employed in study upon his 
father's form, 

He began his career in education in the 
puhlic schools of his native community and 
in due time was enrolled as a student in 
the preparatory department of Pennsylva- 
nia college, at Gettysburg, Pa. After 
completing the course in this department 
he was admitted to college from which he 
irraduated with lienors, with the class of 



'94. During his college course he re- 
cieved honorable mention in the Fresh- 
man prize, and also first honorable men- 
tion in the Junior Latin prize. 

Shortly after graduating from college 
he was chosen professor of Mathematics in 
Palatinate college, at Mverstown,Pa. This 
position he filled with credit to himself ami 
to the entire satisfaction of all concerned, 
until the institution, by sale, passed into 
other hands when he withdrew and en- 
gaged in the study of law with Hon Geo. 
J. Benner, at Gettysburg, Pa. 

In June, 1896, by the resignation of 
Dr. P. Born as professor of Theology and 
the change of Prof. J. Yutzy's chair from 
that of German and Greek to that of Ger- 
man and Theology, the chair of Greek in 
Susquehanna University was made vacant. 
When the Board of Trustees assembled to 
consider Dr. Born's resignation and to till 
the vacancy thus caused, the friends of 
Professor Allison presented his name as a 
suitable candidate and he was elected pro- 
fessor of Greek anil French without a dis- 
senting voice. He was highly recommend- 
ed bv those who knew him, both as a 
student and as a teacher* and he has noblv 

a 

sustained the high words of praise that 
were spoken of him. 

He is a member of the Evangelical 
Lutheran church and is a christian gentle- 
man of pure character and upright life. 
He is modest and unassuming^ in manner 
hut, nevertheless, firm and unswerving in 
his devotion to truth and right. He is 
habitually studious, has a mind that is clear 
and comprehensive in the conception of 
truth, and is logical in the presentation of 
that truth to the minds of his students. 
Though young in years and in experience 
as a teacher, he manifests a thoroughness 
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in his instruction and a maturity Jn his 
judgment which have already won for In in 
the respect and esteem of his pupils and 
the confidence of his colleagues in the 
faculty, am} which bespeak for him a career 
of usefulness in his chosen profession. It 
is with pleasure, therefore, that The Sus- 



quehanna congratulates the Hoard of 
Trustees on the wisdom of its choice in 
the selection of Prof. Allison for the posi- 
tion he now holds and commends him to 
the full confidence of the friends and 
patrons of Susquehanna University.

CHAPTER II. 

BEGINNING OF GREAT MATTERS 

During the next two years the associa- 
tion was in a formative state. One fact 
was clearly evident, the organization had 
a being and was becoming a force. To 
strengthen and establish it, to bind to- 
gether and give it the dignity of system 
with the added influence of pleasure was 
its next work. When the meeting 
was called to order June 6, 1888, by Pres. 
Herman, matters of business were brought 
up just as they occurred to the mind of 
any one present. The Necrologist, Greg- 
ory, had nothing to report, for at that time 
no members of the alumni bad been call- 
ed away. Historiographer Batemen when 
called upon reported "Progress." No 
doubt the history is still progressing for as

yet not even "Dame Rumor" has caught 
the faintest suspicion of it Both these 
officers were re-elected to give them time. 
Other officers elected were Pres., Rev. F. 
L. Bergstresser, Vice Pres. Rev. M. H. 
Havice; Rec. Sec, Chas. H. Dimm, M. D.; 
Cor. Sec, M. L. Wagenseller; Treasurer, 
Miss Marshy Speakers, Rev. J. E. Diet- 
terich and Rev. I. P. Zimmerman. Reso- 
lutions were passed thanking Rev. Berg- 
stresser for his address delivered and 
Misses Eva K. Schoch and Martha E. 
Dimm for appropriate music rendered on 
alumni night. Only two committees seem- 
ed necessary; one on orator and the other 
on arrangements and they were duly ap- 
pointed. At the meeting in '89 the supe- 
rior officers being absent it fell to the lot 
of Cor. Sec, M. L. Wagenseller, to take 
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the chair. When the committees had 
made their reports, the necessity of more 
intimate acquaintance and sociability 
among the alumni was discussed. A ban- 
quet was thought to be the solution of the 
problem. The preparation for this ban- 
quet was added to the duties of the com- 
mittee on arrangements. 

Election of officers resulted thus: Pres., 
Geo. R. Ulrich, D. D. S.; Vice Pres., Rev. 
F. S. Shultz; Cor. Sec, M. L. Wagensel- 
ler; Rec. Sec, Anna M. Lumbard; Treas., 
Rev. D. E. McLain; Historiographer, Rev. 
S. E. Bateman; Speakers Rev. N. II. Foll- 
mer and Rev. D. B. Treiblv. The com- 
mittees appointed were now increased to 
three. One to communicate with the elect- 
ed orators and make sure of an address, 
second, to arrange for his entertainment 
and all matters pertaining to the time, 
place and interests of the meeting and to 
arrange for a banquet, third, to procure 
and arrange for appropriate music for the 
evening of the address. ' 

June 4, 1890, the meeting opened with 
President Ulrich in the chair. After the 
usual prayer for guidance the business to 
be transacted was immediately attacked. 
Matters were gradually developing from 
their chaotic state into a system. The 
alumni day was now fixed as Wednesday 
of- commencement week, that evening be- 
ing set apart by the faculty of the Insti- 
tute for (he address to the alumni of the 



Classical Department. The need of a 
formulated order of business was too evi- 
dent to wait longer for attention. A mo- 
tion to have such an order of business re- 
sulted in the appointment of Rev. D. E. 
McLain, Rev. H. C. Salem and S. J. Ul- 
rich a committee to arrange and present a 
form to be followed and adopted at the 
next business meeting. When the report 
of the committee on arrangements was 
heard no mention of a banquet was made. 
After a decision that a banquet was neces- 
sary to the well-being and perpetuation of 
the association socially, a committee of 
five was appointed to take charge of the 
banquet. Geo. W. Wagenseller, F. S. 
Shultz, Nora E. Cooper, Evangeline L. 
Dimm and Katie Ehrehart composed this 
responsible committee. Election resulted 
in the continuation of Geo. R. Ulrich, D. 
D. S. in the presidency with Rev. H. C. 
Salem as Vice Pres., Rec. Sec. Geo. W. 
Wagenseller, Cor. Sec. Anna M. Lum- 
bard, Treas. Rev. D. E. McLain, Histori- 
ographer Katie Ehrehart; Necrologist C. 
W. Herman; Speakers Rev. G. E. Faber 
and Rev. W. A. Trostle. The thanks of 
the association were heartily extended to 
Rev. N. H. Follmer for his address and 
to the "persons who furnished the music 
voluntarily." Their names are a part of 
unwritten history, for no record of them 
can be found.

We take great pleasure in presenting to 
the readers of this month's issue of The 
SvsoA'EHASNA the portrait, as well as a 
brief sketch of the Principal of our Pre- 
paratory Department, Professor Foster C. 
Fisher, A. I>. 

Prof. Fisher was born in Middle Creek 
township. Sn vder county, March 17th, 



1872. He is the youngest son of Calvin 
and Matilda Fisher, and is a brother of 
Prof. Geo. E. Fisher, whose portrait ap- 
peared in the October number of The 
Susquehanna. He was but five months 
old at the time of the death of his father, 
soon after which his mother moved from 
the farm to the village of Salem, Pa., 
where she still resides. 

He received his earlv education in the 
public schools of his native county. But 
being naturally of a bright and active 
mind and prompted by a desire for a bet- 
ter knowledge than was here afforded, he 
entered Missionary Institute, now Sus- 
quehanna University, in the fall of '89. 
In the fall of '91 he went with his brother 
to assist him in the management of the 
Friends' Normal Institute at Rising Sun, 
Maryland. After spending a successful 
year there he returned to Missionary In- 
stitute to complete his course which then 
extended to the end of the sophomore 
year. From here he entered the Junior 
class of Rucknell University with the 
view of completing a full college course. 
From that Institution he graduated with 
honors in the class of '96. 

Prof. Fisher had intended on graduat- 
ing to enter upon the study of medicine, 
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but when the question of electing a Prin- 
cipal of the Preparatory Department came 
up before the Board of Directors, al- 
though there were otri3r worthy applicants 
for the position, Prof. Fisher allowed his 
name to be presented by those who were 
well acquainted with him both as a stu- 
dent and as a man and he was unanimous- 
ly elected. 

Prof. Fisher is a member of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran church of Salem, Pa., 
and is a young man of excellent mind and 



character. He is unpretentious in man- 
ner, preferring to be rather than to seem. 
As a teacher he is a good disciplinarian, 
thorough in his instruction, just in his deal- 
ings with his pupils and always ready to 
lend a helping hand. 

The Directors and patrons of Susque- 
hanna University are to be congratulated 
on securing the services of one so well fit- 
ted as Prof. Fisher ' for the responsible 
position which he holds. A.

The majority of the members are not sat- 
isfied with a mere recital or rehearsal of 
their selections, but are honestly striving 
to render them as eifectually as possible.

This being the end of the year a few 
statistics may prove interesting to our ex- 
active members and friends who read 
The Susquehanna.

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CHURCH AND COLLEGE NEWS. 



M. M. Albeck, '94, Sem. '97, was ab- 
sent for a time conducting a revival meet- 
ing in Millville which congregation he sup- 
plies every two weeks. Of his work the 
Millville "Tablet" of Dec. 9 says:— 

"Sunday was truly a day of rejoicing 
for the members of St. Paul's Lutheran 
church at this place. Rev. M. M. Al- 
beck, after conducting a series of meetings, 
lasting a little over two weeks, closed 
them with the names of 39 persons for 
membership. Rev. A. N. Warner, of 
Northumberland, was here to assist in the 
ceremonies and administer the sacrament. 

Seven infants were presented for bap- 
tism, sixteen adults were baptized, fifteen 
confirmed and eight received by letter. 
One singular feature is that there were 
nearly as many men as women and six 
men stood with their wives for confirma- 
tion.' 

In the time since Rev. Albeck came 
here, July 19, be has delivered forty ser- 
mons, organized a prayer meeting, insti- 
tuted the C. E. Society, September 6, 
which now numbers about fifty members.

He lias visited the entire membership, and 
more than twice as many who are not 
members of any church. He has held 
two communions: at the first two infants 
and five adults were baptized, four con- 
firmed and two received by letter, making 
a total of eleven infants and twenty-one 
adults baptized, nineteen confirmations 
and ten received by letter, nearly doubling 
the membership, and making the present 
strength one hundred and ten. 

Rev. Albeck, who has been laboring so 
zealously for the building up of the Luth- 
eran church in this community, is a senior 
theological student of Susquehanna Uni- 
versity, Selinsgrove, Penn'a. 



We were very sorry to notice, while 
reading a sketch in "The College Mer- 
cury," headed "Our Large Additions," 
that the editor made no mention of "our" 
additions to the student-body. Not only 
Midland, Carthage and Wittenburg, but 
also Susquehanna, rejoices with Pennsyl- 
vania College in an increased number of 
students this scholastic year. The student- 
body, at our opening, was twenty-five per 
cent, higher than ever in the history of 
tne institution. 

Considering the fact that we are only in 
our third year, as a college, we have rea- 
sons to congratulate ourselves upon hav- 
ing a Freshman class in Greek of 24. 
Susquehanna is coming to the' front and 
she will reflect honor on the Lutheran 
church, on whose foundation she firmlv 
stands. 

There seems to be a growing demand 
for the services of our seminarians. On 
Dec. 6th, Starks filled the pulpit of Dr. 
Weber, Sunbury; Botsford that of the 
Presbyterian church, Northumberland; 
Lahr preached in the Lutheran church of 
the same city; Rearick was called to 
preach at Centre Hall but because of a 
change in the train time missed his car 
and could not reach his destination, and 
Albeck was with his flock in Millville 
again. 

An effort is being made to found a Cal- 
ifornia State University. Provided the 
State gives $500,000, the sum of $4,000, 
000 has been promised by private citizens 
for the erection of suitable buildings. 
Mrs. Hearst, a donor of the fund, has of- 
fered to furnish means to obtain plans by 
international competition. One of the 
buildings is to be a memorial of Senator 
Hearst.

ATHLETICS. 



The football season has ended; ended 
not altogether satisfactorily to the lovers 
and supporters of the game. Several dis- 
appointments were in store for the hoys; 
several expectations were not realized. It 
is gratifying, however, to note that these 
were met by a solid and steady line. As 
the echo of the last contest dies away in 
the distance a pleasing memory haunts 
us: 'mid all the chagrin of not realizing 
our every hope, and the vexation caused 
by cancelling of dates, there rises a unit- 
ed voice that another year awaits us; 
while all was not as we would have had it 
this year, the efforts will be doubled in '97 
to put a stronger, better team on the grid- 
iron and schedule games with such teams 



that have some respect for veracity and 
their own honor. 

Foot ball has been maligned in years 
past. It was not long ago the height of 
accusation against it was reached. Ef- 
forts are being made yearly to eliminate 
the objectionable features of the game, 
and this with great success. Great credit 
is due those that are hereby striving to 
place foot ball at the head of the list, of 
amateur games. It is truly sad that we 
must needs say "amateur" games. Any 
athletic contest ceases to be a sport when 
professionalism enters its ranks. Foot 
brill comes nearer being a genuine athletic 
sport than any of the other games of like 
nature. This is owing largely to the fact, 
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that it belongs to the colleges and univer- 
sities, and is participated in by the stu- 
dents of these institutions, — not by hired 
satellites, craving an opportunity to exhib- 
it their prowess and dexterity for a stipu- 
lated sum. 

The Rules Committee have done a good 
deal to place foot ball where it is. By 
their judicious insight and forethought, 
the plays that have heretofore caused so 
much outbreak from those that never saw 
a game nor heard it correctly described, 
have been so modified and arranged that 
the danger has been reduced to a mini- 
mum. But the faculties of the large in- 
stitutions have achieved more for the 
wholesomeness of the game, than any 
single individual, or limited collection of 
individuals. 

We cannot do aught but commend 
the action of the Faculty of Ohio State 
University. The captain of the foot ball 
team was an excellent player, but a poor 
student, so dilatory and careless in the 
class-room that the President was compel- 
led to ask him to resign the captaincy, and 
backed by the faculty, suspend him from 
the institution. This action called forth a 
petition, signed by a large majority of the 
undergraduates, asking for his reinstate- 
ment. The faculty held firm, and gave 
an explanation, which in part, follows: — 

"One so negligent of his work cannot 
possibly be considered a student, even 
though for any reason, his nominal con- 
nection with the institution, has not been 
severed. There are men in the Athletic 
Association who are honorably striving 
for recognition by the Association. To 
permit one of their number to surpass 
them, because he unlawfully takes time 
from his required work, which they are 
not willing so to use, is to put them at a 
decided and unfair disadvantage. The 



teams of other colleges are, presumably, 
playing honestly in these matters. To 
play against them a team that is allowed 
to take time from legitimate University 
work, is to put these representatives from 
other institutions at an unfair disadvan- 
tage." 

This needs no further comment. It 
expresses very truly the spirit that should 
underlie and pervade all intercollegiate con- 
tests. The faculty of the University of 
Pennsylvania have been making rapid 
strides in this same direction. None but 
undergraduates can have a /place upon the 
team. None but those m'aking an average 
of 75 per cent in the class room are per- 
mitted to try for a place; and the class av- 
erage must be maintained throughout the 
term to maintain a place on the team. 
Other institutions, such as Yale, Prince- 
ton, Harvard, and Cornell are tending in 
this direction, and endeavoring to bring a 
clean exhilarating sport into full apprecia- 
tion. 

This seems beneath the realm of Nor- 
mal schools. At least, of one we can 
speak. In doing so, we have nothing but 
facts to present, and call upon no part of 
the imagination to furnish assertions for 
our dissertation. The action of Execu- 
tive committee of the Chicago Athletic 
Association, is most salutary and oppor- 
tune. When an Association of this char- 
acter takes it in hand to suspend players 
for professionalism, it is about time that 
our institutions of learning, of whatever 
character, do the same. 

The Bloomsburg State Normal foot ball 
team was billed to play here on the 14th 
of Nov. The date came around, but 
Bloomsburg came not. Principal Welsh 
said that he did not want his students and 
those under him to come; for he feared the 
multitude of Selinsgrove on-lookers. That 
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is, thev made the excuse, that the citizens 
of Selinsgrove, would maltreat the play- 
ers when in our midst. This is an injus- 
tice, aye, an insult, not only to Susque- 
hanna University, but to its friends in Se- 
linsgrove. On the part of Bloomsburg. it 
was a ruse to escape defeat on the grid- 
iron. 

At the opening of the season, two of 
the first sanies arranged were with this 
team: the first to be played at Bloomsburg 
with the full understanding that they 
would fhre us the return game here. Our 
bovs went to Bloomsburg and faced a 
crowd of would be exponent* of the game, 
who on their own grounds, surrounded by 
their friends, aided by their peculiar tac- 
tics unknown to the true art of the game, 
secured several touch-downs and won the 
game. In this contest our boys stood up 
before professional players, sluggers and 
nondescript pugilists. It did not take a 
close observer t«> see the ominous swing 
of a Bloonisburs right, land on the jaw 
of a prostrate wearer of the maroon 
and orange. But Susquehanna bore up 
bravely under the onslaught, and came 
away with colors living. Thev returned 
so Selinsgrove. determined to master the 
points of the game, in order that Blooms- 
burg should be defeated in a clean and 
genuine game of foot ball. Those in 
charge »Mf the game would have insisted on 
this, ami nothing more. 

But — 'twas not to be. Perhaps it is 
best so. Bloomsburg Normal can no 
longer hope to preserve athletic relations 
with us. It is the unanimous vermct of 
the University that we permit them to gi^ 
br unnoticed ami forgotten, as the vears 
roll bv: — vet — it was sad.

CHAPTER III. 

June 8, 1891, the business meeting 
was held at 10 o'clock in the morning and 
since that time Wednesday morning of 
Commencement week witnesses the busi- 
ness done in this Alumni Association.

The class of '91 were 
unanimously elected to the privileges of 
the association. The report of the Ne- 
crologist was that during this vear our 
association was called upon to mourn the 
loss of Harrv J. Krwine, who was the 
first of our number removed hy death.

This year marked new departures in 
other directions. A widening, deepening 
and extending influence of our Alma 
Mater was felt. The association was 
growing greater and ready to enjoy any- 
thing tending toward improvement. The 
banquet committee reported a banquet 
ready to be partaken of at the Keystone 
Hotel on the evening of that day imme- 
diately after the address by Rev. G. E. 
Faber. Announcements had been sent 
out and ninety covers were taken. Rev.

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V. P. Manhart was appointed master of 
ceremonies and a decision made to give 
into the hand of a committee of live the 
arrangements for an annual banquet. 
The banquet itself was an unprecedented 
success. The responses to toasts were 
unusally eloquent. Every alumnus pre- 
sent was enlisted in favor of holding an 
annual banquet of the Alumni of the 
Classical Department of Missionary In- 
stitute. 

Seeing their Alma Mater, learning of 
its students and successes and becoming 
enthusiastic only once a year seemed 

t' r 

hardly enough to satisfy the Alumni. 

A motion by Rev. 8. J. Ulrich urged 
the establishing and support of a Journal 
published in the interests of the Institute 
and her Alumni. After due discussion a 
committee consisting of Geo. W. Wagen- 
seller; Editor of the "Middleburg Post" 
and Miss Evangeline Dimm was appoint- 
ed to confer with the faculty and a com- 
inittee from Phihxsophian and Clionian 
Literary societies relative to the editing 
and publishing of a Journal. In the 
month of September these representatives 
met and as a result soon the "Institute 
Journal" visited the homes of the Alumni 
and friends of the Institute. Dr. Dimm. 
the Principal of the Classical department, 
assumed editorial and financial control for 
the first vear. With editors from the 
Alumni and eaoh literary society a, very 
interesting pamphlet was issued, eliciting 
a multitude of complimentary and en- 
couraging letters to the editors. Thus 
began and was established the "Institute 
Journal," which when the change of the 
name of our institution came, was called 
The Susquehanna Journal and still 
continues to disseminate news of the 
school and to be a link binding the alumni 
to old associations of student da vs. 



The officers elected were, Pres. M. L. 
Wagenseller, Vice Pres. Rev. F. P. Man- 
hart, Rec. Sec. Ira C. Schoch, Cor. Sec, 
Rev. J. I. Stonecypher, Treas. Miss Cora 
I. Schoch, Historiographer, Rev. J. E. 
Dietterich, Necrologist Hon. C. W. Her- 
man, Orators Rev. J. E. Weidley and Rev. 
Chas. Schnure. 

The meeting of '92 evinced a progress- 
ive condition of th> association. The 
orator. Rev. J. E. Weidlev was on the 
jrround ready to make his address. The 
banquet was prepared and a good attend- 
ance promised. 

The Journal was working its way into 
wider circulation. Resolutions of thanks 
were extended to Dr. Dimm for having 
assumed editorial and financial responsibil- 
ity of the Journal. The report evinced 
a sad discrepancy between the receipts 
from subscriptions and the bills for pub- 
lishing. As vet it was aim >st a total loss 
financially. A pledge of support to the 
Journal in every possible way was made 
by the association. Radges were discuss- 
ed and color of old gold, then in the 
height of "Fashion's" favor, was chosen. 
Miss Cora I. Schoch, the Treas. together 
with Misses Martha E. Dimm and Marv

Noetling were the committee whose privil- 
ege it was to undertake the task of pro- 
viding ribbon badges. They made ninety - 
one badges and since then each Alumnus, 
unless afraid of showing his colors, can be 
distinguished by a golden ribbon. 

The election again placed M. L. Wag- 
enseller in the chair, with Rev. D. E. Mo- 
Lain as Vice Pres., Rec. Sec. (Men C, 
Gortner, Cor. Sec. Miss Carrie Schoch. 
Treas., Miss Cora J. Schoch, Historio- 
grapher H. K. Gregory, Esq., Necrol- 
ogist Rev. J. E. Weidley, Orators Rev. 
S. E. Bateman Pud Rev. C. C Benson. 

Tln i meeting of '98 transacted the 
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usual business and decided to collect the 
annual dues of twenty-five cents per 
member. The only persons burdened 
with this are those who live under the 
shadow of the institution and for their 
privileges must bear the burden and heat 
of the day. The officers elected were 
Pres. M. L. Wagenseller, Vice Pres. N. 
H. Catherman, Rec. Sec. Miss Lydia 
Fisher, Cor. Sec. Miss Mary Noetling, 
Treas. Ira C. Schoch, Historiographer 
W. E. House worth Esq., Necrologist Rev. 
F. P. Manhart, Orators Rev. M. H.

June 6, 1894, was destined to mark an 
epoch in the history of the association. 
Tenjyears of growth in members , inter- 
est, strength and prospects had passed. A 
class of twenty-three members, the largest 
ever graduated from Missionary Institute, 



were gladly received by the Alumni. No 
presentiment had been received that this, 
the largest, should be the last class to 
graduate from the Institution urder the 
old beloved and honored name. The sea- 
son was remarkable for many banquets, 
brilliant social features and a grand com- 
mencement. The Alumni banquet was 
unusually well attended. The only toast 
ever answered by an alumna was "Our 
Lady members," to which Miss Martha 
Dimm responded. All the toasts left the 
impression that we were under the shadow 
of a. great event. Missionary Institute 
was to be forgotten in a greater name into 

which it was growing. Thus unconcious- 
ly the association held its last meeting 
under the old name. In the business 
meeting a re-election of former officers 
resulted, the orators being H. K. Gregory 
Esq., and R. G. Bannen.

CHAPTER IV. 

THE NEW NAME. 

For a number of years there had been 
under consideration an extended curricu- 
lum; for the reason that the Institution 
had to divide honors with the ones who 
finished her graduates. 

At the meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors the decision was reached to add the 
two years necessary to complete a college 
course and make our Alma Mater a full 
college, even a university, which the priv- 
ileges of the charter permitted. 

Considering Missionary Institute a mis- 
nomer because it was i^enerallv understood 

to be a distinctively Theological institution, 

the name of Susquehanna University was 

chosen and adopted by the Board of Di- 



rectors and accepted by the courts of the 
County and State. 

The first business meeting under the 
new condition of affairs was held June 5, 
1895. The extended curriculum allowed 
of no new members that year. 

The Journal had been placed under the 
control of Geo. W. Wagenseller during 
the year. His report manifested w T hat a 
loss there was in its publication. The 
Association entrusted the Journal to the 
management of a publishing association of 
the students, who undertook it with the 
renewed promise of help from the Alumni.

In the Bible we have an account of a 
family to whom the world is indebted for 
some of the most useful, beautiful and 
pleasure producing arts known to man. 
The family consisted of the parents and 
four children ; three sons and one daugh- 
ter. It is of the sons and the daughter that 
we intend more especially to speak. In 
this account, as it is intended as a test of 
the reader's knowledge of the Scripture, 
we give neither the name of the inventor 
nor of his invention, but only such hints 
in regard to the nature, use, benefit, etc., 
of the invention, as will readily suggest the 
name of the inventor, his father, mother, 
etc., and if not suggested, it may give the 
reader an opportunity, as well as pleasure 
and profit to "search the Scriptures," un- 
til he finds and sees for himself, where 
the account of the Familv of Inventors is 
recorded.

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NATIONAL SYMPATHY.

It seems to be a law of nature that a 
certain sympathy exists hetween all crea- 
ted beings whether it be animate or inani- 
mate. This is manifest in the propensity 
of lifeless objects to act or unite with 
each other. 

In plant life this influence of part on 
part, or individual on individual has also 
been detected. It is still more easily ob- 
served among animals, and reaches its 
higher state of perfection in the human 
species. This fellow-feeling, however, 
is not restricted to individuals. It exists 
between similar organizations and socie- 
ties, between different sections and locali- 
ties and lastly between the highest political 
divisions of the human family — between 
the nations themselves. This sympathy 
between the numerous countries of the 
world has, almost from time immemorial, 
wielded a powerful influence on national 
life and national history. 

We have evidence of its existence be- 
tween the primitive people of the earth. 
Both profane and sacred history tell us of 
the alliances and leagues of friendship 
formed between the various tribes and 
clans of that day. These confederations 
were entered into chiefly for protection 
from or the overthrow of a more powerful 
enemv. Thus a common interest, as in so 
many cases, stimulated the first impulses 
of kindly feeling of nation for nation. 

Coming down through the centuries, 
we can trace its influence on the rise and 
fall of empires. Its absence or presence 
was an all potent factor in the moulding 
of the world's history. There could hard- 
ly have been this sympathy between na- 
tions at the time the Roman Empire em- 



braced the entire civilized world. Nor could 
the perfection of such a system have been 
possible, had the world been harmonized 
by this powerful agent. 

In whatever degree national sympathy 
may have existed in the earlier ages, its 
greatest development and most salutary ef- 
fects have been within the modern era. 
From the discovery of America to the 
present time it has been an increasing 
power in the formation and preservation of 
government. The boundary lines, situa- 
tions and prosperity of the most powerful 
nations of the earth have been determined 
by this means as much as by dint of arms 
and efficacy of military strength. Our own 
proud nation owes her existence and inte- 
grant condition to the sympathy of France 
and Russia at two critical periods in her 
career. 

But to the man of the present has been 
given the privilege of beholding the grand- 
est results, growing out of this noblest of 
national attitudes. Its effects upon the 
human race are refining and elevating. 
Its scope is wide and its influence far- 
reaching. Its operations present a broad 
field for study and investigation. One of 
the most encouraging signs of its value is 
the protection and fostering care it affords 
the weaker governments. These no long- 
er need crouch suppliant before the ad- 
vancing step of the conqueror. The day 
of subjection is over. He who would add 
new glories to his military renown bv 
over-running a smaller country, finds him- 
self confronted and opposed by the mighty 
arm of a sympathizing sister power. 
The old system of seizing and annexing 
all available territory is vigorously dis- 
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countenanced by present public sentiment 
and deep feeling of regard existing be- 
tween the nations 

The universal desire to have all treated 
justly is an important factor in preserving 
the identity of the smaller nations. In 
:»U political disputes the neutral powers 
demand and insist upon a fair settlement 
o\' all differences, and especially that a 
liberal deference be shown to the smaller 
of the two involved. This concern for the 
interests of others is nothing else than the 
manifestation o( a national sympathy. 

Rut between the larger powers them- 
selves is seen in its most perfect form the 
mighty influence of a consideration of one 
people for another. It is this sympathy 
that restrains men from plunging them- 
selves and their countries into the rash 
act of formulating laws and enacting 
measures direetlv conflicting with the 
rights and liberties of their neighbors. It 
is this sympathy that has chained up the 
wardoff*. The cost of war has been too 
sadly experienced in the past to court its 
precipitation. This feeling of sympathy 
has led the people of one country to count 
not onlv the misery and Brief incurred bv 
themselves but also that of their would-be 
antagonist. How many cruel conflicts 
have been averted in recent years bv thi> 
extraordinary compassion existing between 
the worlds leading powers ? War tends 
to separate the bonds of union, while the 
amicable settlement of disputes forges in- 
(tissolublj the tender ties of friendship. 

National sympathy is not onlv the sold- 
en rule among nations in respect to war. 
hat it has changed the principles of rela- 
tionship in other matters. The foreign 
power is no longer looked upon as a com- 
mon foe, but it is rather regarded as a 
necessary part of a symmetrical whole. 



Every nation must be kept intact in order 
to insure a balanc? of power, as well as 
provide a fitting form of government for 
the various conditions of the race. 

Furthermore, each of the more enlight- 
ened powers seems to feel its own respon- 
sibility for the continued promotion of the 
world's progress. 

A new guage is established by which to 
measure a country's greatness. National 
preeminence no longer consists in the pow- 
er of conquest and display of military 
prowess, but rather in the susceptibility to 
the influences of civilization ; in an in- 
trepid stand for right ; in the strict observ- 
ance of justice, even at the sacrifice of 
possible territorial or mercenary gain. It 
was the promptings of such motives that 
has influenced the action of our govern- 
ment in the Hawaiian, Venezuelan and 
Cuban affairs. Such are some of the 
mighty changes that have taken place in 
the dealings of nation with nation within 
the past few years. 

Can we not see that this more general 
development and broader influence of a na- 
tional sympathy has been closely akin to 
the advancement of civilization ? And are 
we not made to feel that it is in accord 
with the more extensive dissemination of 
learning and more liberal promulgation of 
religious doctrines ? Is it not one of the 
grandest signs of the moral elevation of 
the race, and can we not see it in the 
hand of a Creator, slowlv but surelv de- 
veloping and unfolding the finer qualities 
of a divinely endowed being? Does it not 
strengthen our faith in mankind, and ena- 
ble us to pierce the dim mystic future, 
and beheld that ideal state of the hu- 
man family, when "Nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war anv more?" 
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CONTRIBUTIONS TO OUR MUSEUM. 



A valuable addition to our museum 
was received some time ago from James 
McEwan, of Glasgow, Pennsylvania. It 
is a meteorite, composed of nearly pure 
iron, and weighs six pounds, thirteen and 
one-half ounces. It was found by the 
donor while plowing a field, being buried 
in the soil to a depth of about one foot. 

Mr. McEwan being a coal prospector 
and a close observer of minerals, at once 
recognized its peculiar properties and 
found it to be a meteorite arid consequent- 
Iv must have fallen from the heavens. 

Nothing is known as to the time of its 
fall, nor have any other similar specimens 
been found in the same region. 

Mr. McEwan realizing its value to an 
educational institution, has kindly present- 



ed it to us with much of the information 

given above. 

We are also greatly indebted to Mana- 
ger A. D. Chiquoine, of the "Lutheran 
Observer," for a box of valuable specimens 

of fossils and minerals. 

If the friends of our school will con- 
tinue to send us specimens and curios, 
whether of historical or scientific interest, 
we will soon have a museum which will be 
of great credit and value to our Univer- 
sity.

The question is no longer, Will China ever 
progress? but at what rate will China now 
progress?

China 
is being wonderfully influenced by her em- 
igrants who have gone to western lands 
and became inseminated bv western modes 
of life and religion and again returned to 
the flowery kingdom to allow them to ger- 
minate. It now opens to Chistianity one of 
the most favorable fields for mission work.

WOMAN IN LITERATURE.

The exact position that woman occupies 
in the animal kingdom, has always been a 
matter of more or less doubt and conject- 
ure on the part of her co-partner of crea- 
tion and sometimes lord and master. Let 
him consider it where he pleases, it is true 
that woman's sphere has gradually widen- 
ed, as the tide of civilization has rolled its 
waves of enlightenment over human dark- 
ness and ignorance. Little by little has 
her intellectual emancipation been ef- 
fected, until, from a thraldom which 
ranked her but little above the brute in in- 
telligence, — a thraldom which still en- 
chains in almost indissoluble fetters the un- 
fortunate female of heathen lands, — she 
has advanced to this golden age of toler- 
ance and unbiased freedom. 

Removal from the former constraint, 
indeed, tends to the opposite extreme ; and 
the extent to which ambitious woman 
would carry her victorious banner should 



have its limits. As truly as men. and 
women have been differently constituted by 
the Creator, do their spheres lie in differ- 
ent directions. But while it does not seem 
to have been intended by the Creator that 
both should engage in the same pursuits, 
it is not necessarv that woman should al- 
low her intellect to lie dormant, or pine 
for fields of conquest. There are spheres 
in which she may shine as brightly as her 
brother and wield as powerful an influence. 
The world of letters with all its varied 
interest and possibilities is as much her 
own as man's ; and in it, she may give 
free scope to all her powers of mind and 
nature and yet retain that womanliness 
which God has constituted her chief 
charm. Nor has she been slow to recog- 
nize the fact as the conditions of the age 
and intelligence of the times favored such 
development on her part. When ancient 
Greece occupied her lofty throne of civili- 
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zation and liberty, Sapho led her chorus of 
female poets whose swelling harmonies 
equalled those of the immortal Homer. 
And ever and anon since that time some 
sweet voice has caught up the strain and 
echoed to us the glad refrain. 

Woman has found her completest eman- 
cipation in literature, but as yet its vast 
domains have many regions unexplored by 
her. Although most forms of literature 
appeal to her sympathetic nature, and the 
bolder, stronger element wakens a response 
in her being, she has given voice to her 
literary sentiments in comparatively few 
of its varied forms of expression. She is 
chiefly the singer of lyric poetry and the 
skillful artist of home life and affections. 

Her literary confines are not, however, 
determined by lack of ability, but rather 
by conditions peculiar to herself and sur- 
roundings. Her nature, timid and sensi- 
tive, shuns the bolder and more adventu- 
rous flights of poesy, and her instinctive 
love of home chains her romance to the 
fireside. Unlike man, whose circumstances 
of life carry him through changing scenes 
and diverse experiences, and brings him in 
contact with all conditions of mankind, 
she is confined to a comparatively limited 
area, and her experience of mankind is 
sectional. Education, too, more marked- 
ly in earlier times than now, exerted a re- 
straining influence on her literary devel- 
opment. 

But the very conditions that limit the 
scope of her genius, render her a master 
in her distinctive province. Her true in- 
stinctive and quick intuitive nature, makes 
her a skillful reader of character, and 
the deep springs of her poetic soul gush 
forth with native spontaneity in the gentle 
flowing rythms of lyric verse. We are 
told by logicians that a decrease of exten- 
sion carries with it a corresponding incre- 



ment of intension. Given the same 
amount of water, the narrower the stream 
the deeper the channel. So woman, con- 
fined by the walls of prejudice, or destiny, 
whatever it may be, to the narrow circle 
we call home, pours the wealth of her ge- 
nius upon that dearest of all spots. And 
who can read more truly, or chronicle with 
greater power, the romance and poetry of 
the fireside, the tragedy of the hearth, the 
battle of life, lhan she whose sympathetic 
eye has watched its mighty surges. 

She is truly a master in her literary do- 
main, but how shall we describe or esti- 
mate her products? Bv their beauty of

conception, her songs possess a perennial 
charm. The curse that dethroned the 
queen of Eden did not eliminate all the 
poetry from her nature, as the fragments 
that escape her soul will demonstrate. 
What depth of feeling her simple melodies 
contain ! What hopes and fears ! what 
aspirations ! what nameless longings their 
music conveys ! as if the soul would burst 
its golden fetters and join the lark in its 
skyward flight. How grandly moral and 
deeply spiritual are some of the gems that 
find their setting in her songs. 

In fiction, the power and beauty of her 
description entrances the aesthetic reader. 
With the eye of an artist she has captured 
the glories of nature, — the colors of sun- 
set, the shadows of the forest, the gleam 
of the fountain, the rythm of the grain 
field, — and with ask illful hand has woven 
them into a fabric of wondrous beauty. 
Her skill of characterization adds life to 
beauty and the people of her creation are 
indeed friends and acquaintances. Said 
Sir Walter Scott, in speaking of Jane 
Austen, — "The big bow-wow strain I can 
do myself like any now going, but the 
exquisite touch which renders common- 
place things and characters interesting from 
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the truth of description and sentiment is 
denied me. She seldom writes without a 
purpose. The moral and spiritual ele- 
ment, though never obtrusive, adds a pow- 
er that makes her productions an influence 
in the world." 

Yes, an influeuce in the world. Who 
can estimate it ? Who can measure the 
mighty subtle forces, that, unseen by mor- 
tal, are continually working changes in na- 
ture's mvstic realms ? Then who will sum 
up the good that woman has accomplished 
through her literary powers? We may 
indeed call it world-wide in its far-reach- 
ing effects. Through hjr pen, she is a 
leader in the cause of liberty and of 
moral and spiritual emancipation. To 
Lincoln, without doubt, great credit is due 
for writing a document that freed three 
million slaves ; but Harriet Beecher Stowe 



wrote the story that roused our lethargic 
patriots to arms to wipe out the stain 
that rested on America's honor. Nor 
did its influence cease there ; like a 
mighty surge, it rolled o'er the deep At- 
lantic and broke in great sounding waves 
on foreign shores ; and wherever "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" is read to-day, freedom is a 
brightening vision. If one frail woman 
has accomplished so much, judge you the 
result of all. Let woman awake to her 
powers and enter the field that lies before 
her — the field of literary thought and ex- 
pression; and if it is not given her to 

sing in heavenly strains nor write with the 
power of inspiration, may her life influ- 
ence men to do so, as the poetic soul 
of sweet Dorothy Wordsworth found 
utterance through the pen of her gifted 
brother.

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We wish rather, to present an' appeal 
from the student body, setting forth the 
actual necessity of a well equipped gym- 
nasium and the establishment of a de- 
partment for the cultivation of the phys- 
ical man, according to purely scientific and 
hygienic principles. The appeal comes to 
every reader of The Susquehanna, whom 
we take to be a well-wisher of our Uni- 
versity and interested in its needs. Many 
of you perhaps, have felt the great disad- 
vantages under which our students are 
placed in being deprived of gymnastic 
work, and have long since extended us 
your sympathy. We acknowledge and ap- 
preciate your feelings in this direction, but 
the time has come for a more tangible evi- 
dence of your good wishes. 

"Our grand business is, not to see what 
lies dimly at a distance, but to do what 
lies clearly at hand." 

Susquehanna University needs a well 
equipped gymnasium. There is no other 
season of the year in which this fact is 
more forcibly thrust before our minds than 
the present. During the winter months 
when the inclemency and rigor of the 
weather hinders out-door exercise, the 
young man must have some place and 
some means, whereby he can give vent to 
his surplus energy. In every human body, 
except in those that have been deranged 
by too long and close application, from 
which more complicated disease often re- 
sults, there is a certain amount of latent 
power which under ordinary circum- 
stances is kept under restraint. Many may 
try to hold in check this power or buoy- 
ancy, at times when it rises to the surface, 
that propriety forbids its escape, and for a 
brief space succeed. But nature demands 
that it be set free. This is manifested by 
the restlessness of the student in the class 
room ; or ofttimes in chapel, when all 



are gathered together without any prec on- 
certed aarangements or signals, as it were 
by a mental telegraphy, a hum is trans- 
ferred from one to the other, until the 
whole room is in an uproar. 

In the dormitories, tricks, noise and 
general disorder abound, while all sorts of 
gyrations of the body are indulged. In 
the absence of a gymnasium, we cannot 
condemn this. A boy without this buoy- 
ancy and energetic spirit would scarcely 
be worthy the name. 

While the above mentioned recreations 
of the boys may keep their appetites good, 
and consequently their health, it is not 
the right kind of training for the physical 
part of man. We hare a systematized order 
of training for the mind; beginning with 
the early growth of the brain, we take up 
such studies and exercises as tend to 
strengthen and develop it, adding, from 
year to year, other pursuits that keep up 
the same process. Without a healthy 
body, the mind cannot fully perform its 
functions. A healthy body can only be 
had by regular and systematic exercise. 
Besides, a "gym" acts as a safety valve 
to this greatest of engines, saving the de- 
struction of property caused by the ex- 
plosion of pent up spirit and removing 
the annoyances thereby caused to others. 

The Athletic Association has taken up 
the consideration of this matter, having 
appointed a committee of students to in- 
vestigate the cost of building and equip- 
ping a gymnasium. The duties of this 
committee might be enlarged. Instruc- 
tions might be given them to draw up, in a 
rough manner, plans and specifications 
for a building that would be requisite for 
our needs, together with a list of appara- 
tus and submit in addition an estimate of 
the total cost of same. ( In this way, the 
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■whole matter will be placed in a business- 
like and logical manner before the proper 
authorities, and thereby expedite the devis- 
ing of further plans for carrying the pro- 
ject to completion. 

High schools in small towns have their 
irvmnasiums. There is seareelv a college 
or academy in the land that has not some 
sort of a gymnasium. Not onlv is a 
course in physical culture prescribed in 
most schools, but the student himself sees 
the necessity of it : verv often ascertain- 



ing before entering an institution of learn- 
ing, what facilities it has along this line. 

If, therefore, it comes within our realm, 
we, the students of Susquehanna Univer- 
sity would urge you, the readers of this 
journal, and our friends, to give this mat- 
ter your careful consideration , earnestly 
attempt to devise some plan whereby this 
great need can be met ; prepare and hold 
vourselves in readiness for some more defi- 
nite proposition, that is sure to be forth- 
coming, and then lend all the aid you can.

GENERAL GRANT A MAN OF DESTINY. 

BY CHAS. P. MACLAUGHLIN, '98. 



u We are but the instruments of Heaven, 
Our work is not design, but destiny." 

Many others, whose names live, and 
whose memories are cherished by their 
noble thoughts and words,^many others 
besides Meredith have given expression to 
the same idea. The great and good — God 
has created everyone and everything for 
a purpose. Every man has his adaptabili- 
ty; every other creation its duty and 



place. Had not the hand of Providence 
aided and encouraged that band of strug- 
gling patriots in the dreary days of 76, 
this land to which we turn with so much 
pride and admiration, would have contin- 
ued a dependency of Great Britain. The 
hand of Providence stayed the march of 
slavery and the traffic in human flesh, 
raised up a Lincoln, brought forth a 
Grant. God intends us all for some spec-

ial mission and it behooves us to find out 
what that mission is. 

Grant was born a general, not made 
one. His entrance upon a military ca- 
reer resulted more from the desire to es- 
cape the humdrum of his home-life around 
his father's tannery, than an ambition to win 
honor and renown upon the field of battle. 
The firing on Sumter, and the hurrying 
through the North of Lincoln's first call 
for troops, opened the way for Grant, 
while his subsequent career throughout the 
war, called into action his great and innate 
genius for military exploits. 

Grant's earlv life is known and needs 
little or no elaboration. His birth and 
boyhood, during the pioneer days of the 
Buckeye State, his appointment to West 
Point, his mediocre scholarship, his some- 
what dullness in military studies, and his 
graduation, will be passed over with the 
mentioning. Receiving his commission as 
2nd lieutenant, he was assigned duty at 
the Barracks, near St. Louis. When the 
trouble with Mexico was assuming its 
greatest proportions, his company was or- 
dered to the front, and throughout the war 
he served with bravery and distinction. 
At its close, he was sent to the Pacific 
coast. Soon tiring of the isolation and 
monotony of the camp, he resigned his 
commission and returned to Missouri with 
his wife and family, to enjoy the quiet of 
a farmer's life. 

Up to this time, his greatest ambition 
-seems to have been a desire to secure the 
mathematical chair in some college. The 
professorship, however, did not present it- 
self. Nor was Grant much of a success 
as a farmer ; and he soon moved to Ga- 
lena, 111., to become a clerk in his father's 
leather store. Here we find him at the 
outbreak of the Rebellion! When the 
call for men came, Grant was foremost 



among the citizens of Galena, in organiz- 
ing a company. After its formation, he 
went to Springfield and offered his services 
to the Governor of the State. For a time 
he performed the duties of roster clerk, 
in the office of the Adjutant-General ; not 
long after receiving a commission as col- 
onel of an Illinois regiment. 

An incident that occurred upon his as- 
suming command of this regiment, might 
be worthv of note. Grant acknowledged 
that he. knew little or nothing concerning 
the theory of military tactics. He realized 
that a regimental commander should know 
the various evolutions necessary for a well- 
drilled soldiery. Procuring, therefore, a 
copy of Hardin's Tactics, the authority 
then in vogue, he decided to read over a 
few pages each day, and put the boys 
through that much each evening. Calling 
the regiment out for its first drill, as the 
recruits stood before him, he determined 
at a glance that his space was insufficient 
for Hardin's method. Casting the authori- 
ty aside, he made the best of the situation 
by extemporizing, afterwards receiving the 
reputation that he used altogether his own 
manual. Herein he first gave an intima- 
tion of his genius, his power to think and 
act when occasion demanded. 

From this time forth we see Grant slow- 
ly climbing into prominence, spurred on 
only by a love for his country and a de- 
termination to use his utmost power to 
crush the Rebellion. He had obstacles to 
overcome in addition to fighting the gray- 
coats in front of him ; behind and over 
him lurked an enemy in blue. Halleck, 
commanding the Army of the West, failed 
in several instances to recognize Grant's 
requests and reports, ignoring as far as he 
could, any advantage Grant might gain. 
Grant has been censured for the bloody 
conflict at Shiloh. But a knowledge of 
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the plans that incidentally brought on this 
conflict ; Grant's demeanor and courage on 
this field only increases one's admiration 
for his military genius and confirms the 
belief that he was destined to command. 
He was pushing forward to Corinth, a val- 
uable point of operation and railroad cen- 
tre. The Mississippi river to Memphis, 
with its eastern tributaries, was under the 
control of the Union forces, and Grant 
eagerly desired complete control of it. 
Thousands of raw recruits had joined him 
at Pittsburg Landing; and after that event- 
ful Sunday morning had been ushered in 
by the heavy cannonading of Johnston's 
artillery, more men could be found in the 
rear, seeking shelter from the belching 
musketry of the "Johnnies," holding inse- 
cure positions on the precipitous bluffs ris- 
ing from the Tennessee, than attempting 
to check the onslaught of the rebel forces. 
Shiloh was a virtual victory for the North, 
and Grant displayed his pluck and deter- 
mination not to vield. Johnston was 
killed, and on Monday Beauregard was 
forced to retreat. Grant followed him to 
Corinth, and after a siege he was com- 
pelled to evacuate. Vicksburg alone stood 
in the way of entire possession of the 
Mississippi. Had Grant been free to act, 
he would have made a direct assault. But 
Halleck waited. While he waited Grant 
was gradually becoming the acknowledged 
leader of the whole army in that field. 

This fact forces itself upon us. Grant 
was not striving for glory. He was mak- 
ing no ostentatious movements for prefer- 
ment. Halleck envied or despised him. 
At Washington there was not a full and 
just recognition of his services. But his 
ability, his acheivements, his life and 
character, were forcing themselves upon 
the entire North. His ultimate command 
of the Western Army was inevitable. 



Vicksburg fell, and Grant was given com- 
mand of all the armies west of the Alle- 
ghanies. He took charge of the Army of 
the Cumberland in person and found its 
condition deplorable. Chickamauga had 
been fought, men were without clothing, 
shoes and provisions. The base of supplies 
had been cut off, while starvation threat- 
ened the soldiers. With his usual vigor 
and alacrity, his insight and sagacity, he- 
set forth his plans and carried them into 
effect. Chattanooga was fought and won, 
the Army of the West reigned victorious. 
Grant was now called to Washington 
and placed in command of all the Union 
forces. He took up his headquarters with 
Meade, while he directed the operations of 
the various commands. He determined to 
take Richmond and his approach towards 
this seat of the Confederacy is a study in 
itself. The generalship displayed in over- 
coming the obstacles of the Wilderness, its 
thick underbrush and tangled branches ; 
his outflanking Lee in many various ma- 
neuvers to bring him to an open conflict ; 
his long and at last successful siege of 
Richmond, lend strength to the assertion 
that Grant was born to lead, plan and ex- 
ecute ; born to bring the Rebellion to an 
end and exterminate slavery ; born to be- 
come one of the greatest military leaders 
the world has ever known. 

Napoleon was born with an ambition to 
become a great soldier, but was doomed to 
meet his Waterloo. Hannibal, after years 
of continuous victories and conquests, hav- 
ing sworn in childhood to hate and conquer 
the Roman people, met his defeat at Zama. 
Alexander is fabled to have exclaimed, 
when Babylon was reached, "Oh, that 
there were more worlds to conquer. " But 
Grant was destined to lead the advance 
column against a wrong in the sight of 
man and Heaven, and put an end to a 
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bloody conflict. Kind and affectionate, 
firm, resolute, almost stubborn, with a phe- 
nomenal genius, he became the foremost 
citizen of the United States, an honored 



guest of all countries of the world, and was 
acknowledged to rank with the famous 
generals in history.

stances. But there were those who found 
fault with the management, and have since 
attempted to make the censure public. This 
was the wrong spirit to manifest, especially 
with the base ball situation in such a pre-

carious condition. We should have a good 
base-ball team here. We have the mate- 
rial and the enthusiasm and interest could 
be worked up, if the boys would only pull 
together. While there was no battery in 
sight at the opening of the season, we 
could have developed a very creditable one, 
had the proper spirit been manifested. 
Perhaps we would not have won many 
laurels this year, but we would have paved 
the way for another season. 

Susquehanna University has been fur- 
•nishing material for other teams for a 
number of years past. Why can she not 
furnish men for a team of her own ? Many 
of the boys that come here have played 
ball at home and have a very creditable 
knowledge of the game. These are the 
ones that should take hold of the base- 
ball interests here and push them to their 
utmost. Some fail to do this, even when 
they are placed in positions by the boys to 
do so. This failure on the part of such, 
has contributed largely to the non-appear- 
ance of a S. U. base-ball team. 

In all college athletics, in all college 
events, there must be a genuine college 
spirit, very much akin to the patriot's love 
for his country, to make any undertaking 
of the members of that institution a suc- 
cess. Ofttimes this will call for a sacrifice 
on the part of individual students and, 
in the willingness to make this sacrifice 
lies the means by which one's love for his 
Alma Mater can be measured. Our ear- 
nest hope is that all differences may be 
settled, and the boys may pull together as 
one united whole. 



The spirit of General Athletics is an en- 
couraging feature of Susquehanna: Univer- 
sity. Great interest is being manifested 
by a large number of the students in ten- 
nis.

Words are freeborn, and not the vassals 
of the gruff tyrants of prose to do others 
bidding only. — T. 

— Abraham Cole*. 

In 1789, Dr. Benjamin Franklin wrote 
to Noah Webster :—'! cannot but applaud 
your zeal for preserving the purity of our 
language, both in its expression and pro- 
nunciation, and in correcting the popular 
errors several of our states are continually 
falling into with respect to both. Give 
me leave to mention some of them, though 
possibly they may have already occurred 



to you. I wish however, that in some fu- 
ture publication of yours, you would set a 
discountenancing mark upon them. The 
first I mention is the word "improved." 
When I left New England, in the year 
1723, this word had never been used 
among us, as far as 1 know, but in the 
sense of "ameliorated" or "made better," 
except once in a very old book of Dr. 
Mather's, entitled, "Remarkable Provi- 
dences. As that man wrote a very ob- 
scure hand, I remember that when I read 
that word in his book, used instead of the 
word "employed," I conjectured that it 
was an error of the printer who had mis- 
taken a short V in writing for an "r" and 
a "y" with too short a tail for a "v," 
whereby "employed" was converted into 
"improved:" but when I returned to Bos- 
ton in 1733, I found this change had ob- 
tained favor and was then become common; 
for I met with it often in perusing the 
newspapers, where it frequently made an 
appearance rather ridiculous. Such, for 
instance, as the advertisement of a coun- 
try-house, which had been many years 
" improved" as a tavern ; and in the char- 
acter of a deceased country gentleman that 
had been, for more than thirty vears "im- 
proved" as a justice of peace. This use 
of the word "improve" is peculiar to New- 
England, and not to be met with among 
many other speakers of English, either 
on this or on the other side of the water. 
"During my late absence in France, I 
find that several other new words have 
been introduced into our parliamentary 
language. For example, I find a verb 
formed from the substantive "notice." 'I 
should not have "noticed" this, were it not 
that the gentleman, &c.' Also another 
verb from the substantive "advocate:" 
'The gentleman who "advocates" or who 
"advocated" that motion," &c. Another 
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from the substantive "progress," the most 
awkward and abominable of the th -ee : 
'The committee having "progressed,." re- 
solved to adjourn.' The word "opposed," 
though not a new word, I find used in a 
new manner, as, 'The gmtlemen who are 
"opposed" to this measure to which I have 
also myself always been "opposed." If 
you should happen to be of my opinion 
with respect to these innovations, you will 
use your authority in reprobi ing th.3m." 

The above needs very little comment. 
We quote it to show the peculiar innova- 
tions to which our language was subjected 
in Dr. Franklin's time. In the first place 
we notice, as is now true in a less degree, 
the tendency toward provincialisms and lo- 
cal expressions, and how ludicrous they 
sometimes become, as the use of the word 
"improved" for "employed." 

But, perhaps the second paragraph quot- 
ed affords more or less surprise to the 
reader. Dr. Franklin here discounte- 



nances some of the very expressions now 
very generally accepted and largely em- 
ployed ; and further, he endeavors to 
enlist the authority of Noah . Webster 
in "reprobating" them. It is not our 
purpose to criticise Dr. Franklin's judg- 
ment in any respect, but simply to em- 
ploy this fact of history as an instance in 
which words have survived the most ad- 
verse criticism from recognized authori- 
ty. Some new terms live in spite of dis- 
approbation, while others are but ephem- 
eral, and dying:, often bring ridicule and 
censure upon their inventors. Perhaps by 
this example we may be better enabled 
to appreciate the force of Pope's immortal 
lines : 
"In words, as fashions, the same rule will 

hold, 
Alike fantastic if too new or old, 
Be not the first by whom the new are tried, 
Nor yet the last to lay the old aside."

BACCALAUREATE SERMON. 



The Baccalaureate sermon to the class 
of '97, of Susquehanna University, was 
preached by Rev. C. Luther McConnell, 
A. M., of Mifflinburg, Pa., on Sabbath 
morning, June 20, 1897. 

Want of space forbids publishing the 
entire discourse, but we present the fol- 
lowing sketch for the benefit of our readers 
who mav not have been so fortunate as to 
hear it. 

He took as his text, II Chronicles, 
xxix-11: "My sons, be not now negligent, 
for the Lord hath chosen you to stand be- 
fore him, to serve him, and that ye should 
minister unto him, and burn incense," and 
spoke in part as follows: 

Young men, your college days are now 
at an end. For a long time you have been 
looking forward to this hour. Many days 
and nights, weeks and months, have you 
spent at the desk and in the class-room, 
doing the work of the student. But the 
end has come. The hour of your gradua- 
tion is at hand. 

Your "Alma Mater" received you into 
her classes, where she aroused and fired 
your mental being. She has disciplined 
and developed your intellectual and sub- 
jective manhood, and has taught you how 
to think and how to study. She has, also, 
like a thoughtful parent, settled upon you 
a working mental capital, which is now 
yours, and with which she now means 
you to begin active life. * * * 
It is eminently fitting that the last act 
of your institution should be this one, that 
she bring you into the church of the 
Living God, and from the sacred pulpit 
give you a final farewell lesson as you 
turn from her to encounter the dangers, 
to assume the responsibilities, and to begin 
the activities of life. Being called upon to 
address you on this occasion in her behalf, 



it occurred to me the proper thing to do 
was to put the words of our text upon her 
lips as her final message to you. * * * 

Though it was first spoken by Judah's 
king to a distinct class of men concerning 
their peculiar religious duties, yet it em- 
bodies a broad and serious truth, which we 
can and should apply to all men, and 
especially to men now qualified for life by 
a Christian education. * * * True, 
to-day, it is, that Judah's temple no longer 
stands, and her altars no more smoke 
under the burning sacrifice, and you are 
not called to stand before God in priestly 
garb and to minister in Mosaic ceremonies, 
yet you are called to stand before God and 
to minister in his presence. The capacity 
in which you are to do this is in the 
capacity of educated men. My theme is 
this: 

"God and College Bred Men." 

Life lies before you to-day. This is 
about all you know about it at this hour. 
You have your hopes and ambitions, but 
your path goes over the horizon and enters 
the unknown. You now live, but how 
long and under what circumstances you 

shall live you do not now know. 

***** * 

In my effort to show, and impress upon 
you the truth, that God has chosen you 
and set you before him to serve him, it 
occurred to me to represent your life by a 
geometrical figure — the square. Your life 
then is a square in which you are always 
associated with God in His service. You 
are in the square and surrounded by 
Divinity. At its first corner stands God 
your Creator, at the second God your 
Redeemer, at the third God your Sovereign, 
and at the fourth God your Judge. You 
enter life by the act of an Infinite Creator, 
you spend it under the uplift of an Infinite 
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Redeemer, yon go to its duties under the 
guidance of sin Infinite Ruler, and you 

bring its results to an Infinite Judge. * 
This gives dignity to your being. You 
do not need to apologize for your existence. 
God m:ide you, therefore you are the 
legitimate heir of so much space and to 
much time. That you are the creature of 
an all-wise Maker has put on you the 
wedding garment which insures you an 
honorable place and greeting. 

This thought should give you courage 
for life. He who made the world and you 
in it has a, place and a work for you — ft 
place which no other man can fill — a work 
which no other man can do. 

Then, too, this thought should make 
you satisfied with yourself and place. God 
makes no misfits, and there will be none 
between you and your place unless by 
some wrong-doing on your part you make 
it so. He who made the flower for its 
place, and the eye for its place, and the 
sun for its place, made you for yours. 
You should not find fault, therefore, but go 
to work under the conditions in which you 
find yourselves. Don't be Micawbers, 
always waiting for something to turn up. 
Cultivate your acre if it does not seem 
promising to you. Iloe your own row- 
even if it does seem harder and more 
weedy than others. Paddle your own 
canoe, and if you have no ocean then 
paddle it on a lake, and if you have no 
lake then take a mill dam, and if no mill 
dam then take a frog pond, but be sure 
that you do the paddling in whatever 
waters God has put you. The one great 
mistake of mankind in all ages has been 
his dissatisfied condition. We know r the 
story of Eve when she became dissatisfied 
with her place. We know of the prodigal 
son who left his home. When we once 
fully realize that we are the creatures of 



an All-wise Creator it will compose our 
hearts and make us content in life with 
o irselves and our place. * 

But I come to the second corner of the 
square and I bring to your attention, as 
young people now educated for life, this 
thought: that divine redemption is to be 
an element in your life. This will give 
completeness and finish to your personality. 
It originated in the counsels of eternal 
wisdom and love, "before the foundations 
of the world, and was manifest in these 
last times for you." Redemption is a part 
of God's work as Creator. It is one of the 
many things which he made.. It became 
historic among men when "Christ was 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the 
Virgin Mary, suffered under Pontius Pilate, 
was crucified, dead and buried." 

Y"ou are only part, and not a whole 
man, until you are a redeemed man. You 
are an unfinished being and lacking in 
essentials while redemption is no part of 
yourself. That which God thought out 
before the foundations of the world were 
placed by him, you and I must take to 
ourselves or He shall see our folly and 
laugh at us when our calamity comes 
upon us. * * * * * 

Therefore, as an individual, that you 
may enjoy your highest personal develop- 
ment, and that you may be a real factor in 
true history, you should live and act 
according to the purpose and along the 
line of men conscious indeed of personal 
redemption. Then you will not be a zero 
but a positive quantity in the things of 
time, and in the end not a confused and 
banished soul, but a joyful and crowned 
child of the Redeemer. 

But I come to the third corner of our 
square and bring to your attention this 
thought : that divine sovereignty and 
rulership should be an element in your life. 
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He who lives in daily obedience to God's 
sovereign rule is a wise man. lie is wise 
because he adopts as the plan of his life 
that which infinite wisdom and love have 
planned, and which infinite power upholds 
and infinite fidelity protects. 

To bow before the sovereign God does 
not belittle you, as the unbeliever would 
persuade. To acknowledge the Lord as 
your Ruler is not superstitious obeisance. 
The fact is, we are so constituted that we 
intuitively and unconsciously bow to 
authority, if to nothing greater and better 
than to the mandates of our own judg- 
ments. 

If you want to know the wisdom of such 
subjection to God, and the unwisdom there 
is in resisting His sovereignty, then read 
the verdict of history, and its judgment 
to-day is but a feeble proclamation in com- 
parison with that which is yet to be pub- 
lished in the day of final reckoning. They 
\\\u) rebel against llim now stand in historic 
lineage with men like Cain, Pharoah, 
Herod, Judas Iscariot, Nero, the Turk, 1>. 
Young, and the wicked and godless men of 
all ages to come. They who bow to God 
are in historic lineage with Abel, Enoch, 
Noah, Moses, Christ, Paul, Constantino, 
Huss, Luther and the good and pure of all 
future time. 

This subjection to divine sovereignty 

will put and keep you in your appointed 

place, and this will be beautiful and 
good. * * * * * * 

But I come to the fourth corner of the 
square and present the final thought, that 
divine judgment should enter as an element 
in your life. It is not my purpose now, 
for there is not time, to discuss what and 
how far retribution is a reft] factor in all 
government, but I simply wish to emphasize 
the fact that it is before you. It is one of 
the real and stern experiences of your 
future. 

1 do not want you to be a time-server, 



nor do 1 want you to hide your talent in a 
napkin because of that judgment. There 
is no good in being indifferent as to what 
may be thought of us. We should be self- 
respecting enough to desire the admiration 
and approval of man and Cod. And your 
life can be good and satisfactory and suc- 
cessful only when you live with wise refer- 
ence to the final judgment which shall fall 
upon you at the last day. 

The heathen nations have taught us the 
fatal folly of serving idols instead of the 
true God. Little Palestine stands in 
history like a never-setting sun in . the 
firmament telling us what a nation can do 
that serves the true God. The oldest, and 
now well tried, civilizations of China and 
India without the Bible stand like barren 
trees before the world to-day. All Europe, 
with her mighty armies and powerful navies 
and born rulers, feeds insecure, and the 
only thing that Europe is sure about just 
now is that armi s make nothing; sure. 
Our own nation has solved the problem of 
wealth and was soon a, rich nation, and yet 
taxes are now oppressive, and many are 
now without the necessities of life, though 
the land has plenty in it. America tells 
us today that wealth is a vain tiling; 
Europe, that muskets and cannons are 
feeble instruments; China and India, that 
un- biblical civilization is vanity; the 
heathen nations, that idols have no reward; 
and whence shall we look but up into 
heaven, and on whom shall we call but, on 
God, and what is left for this age but to 
base itself on a. four-square manhood, a 
manhood that feels that it has conn- from 
God, which feels the cleansing power and 
uplift of divine redemption, which bows to 
no ruler but God, and trembles before no 
judge but God. Let us have a manhood 
and womanhood, a private and public life, 
resting on these corners and then hard 
times will go to stay. Young friends, 
teach this age, and impress it upon this 
generation, to forsake its silver and gold, 
to throw away its guns and torpedoes and 
serve God day and night — and then your 
life will be a blessed one indeed.

They 
who rebel against Jlim now stand in historic 
lineage with men like Cain, Pharoah, 
Herod, Judas Isctiriot, Nero, the Turk, B. 
Young, and the wicked and godless men of 
all ages to come. They who bow to Cod 
are in historic lineage with Abel, Enoch, 
Noah, Moses, Christ, Paul, Constantine, 
Huss, Luther and the good and pure of all 
future time. 

This subjection to divine sovereignty 

will put and keep you in your appointed 

place, and this will be beautiful and 
good. * * * * * * 

But I come to the fourth corner of the 
square and present the final thought, that 
divine judgment should enter as an element 
in your life. It is not my purpose now, 
for there is not time, to discuss what and 
how far retribution is a real factor in all 
government, but 1 simply wish to emphasize 
the fact that it is before you. It is one of 
the real and stern experiences of your 
future. 

I do not want you to be a time-server, 



nor do I want you to hide your talent in a 
napkin became of that judgment. There 
is no good in being indifferent as to what 
may be thought of us. We should be self- 
respecting enough to desire the admiration 
and approval of man and God. And your 
life can be good and satisfactory and suc- 
cessful only when you live with wise refer- 
ence to the final judgment which shall fall 
upon you at the last day. 

The heathen nations have taught us the 
fatal folly of serving idols instead of the 
true God. Little Palestine stands in 
history like a never-setting sun in, the 
firmament telling us what a nation can do 
that serves the true God. The oldest, and 
now well tried, civilizations of China and 
India without the Bible stand like barren 
trees before the world today. All Europe, 
with her mighty armies and powerful navies 
and born rulers, feels insecure, and the 
only thing that Europe is sure about just 
now is that armi s make nothing sure. 
Our own nation has solved the problem of 
wealth and was soon a, rich nation, and yet 
taxes are now oppressive, and many are 
now without the necessities of life, though 
the land has plenty in it. America tells 
us to-day that wealth is a vain thing; 
Europe, that muskets and cannons are 
feeble instruments; China and India, that 
un-biblical civilization is vanity; the 
heathen nations, that idols have no' reward; 
and whence shall we look but lip into 
heaven, and on whom shall we call but, on 
Cod, and what is left for this age but to 
base itself on a four-square manhood, a 
manhood that feels that it has come from 
God, which feels the cleansing power and 
uplift of divine redemption, which bows to 
no ruler but God, and trembles before no 
judge but God. Let us have a manhood 
and womanhood, a private and public life, 
resting on these corners and then hard 
times will go to stay. Young friends, 
teach this age, and impress it upon this 
generation, to forsake its silver and cold. 
to throw away its guns and torpedoes and 
serve God day and night — and then your 
life will be a blessed one indeed. May 
God help you so to do, and now add His 
blessing to the thoughts impressed. Amen.

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THEOLOGICAL GRADUATION. 



A new life and interest was given to the 
Department of Theology and graduation 
therefrom by the class of '97. For the 
first time in the history of the institution, 
invitations were issued to the exercises and 
a hearty response was given by the people. 
Almost as large an audience greeted the 
class as greeted any exercise of the week. 
Attired in clerical garbs, even to the wear- 
ing of silk hats, and escorted by the en- 
tire faculty of the University, the class 
marched to the auditorium. The well 
trained choir of the college church fur- 
nished the music, Prof. P. Born, D. D., 
offered prayer and the members of the 
class delivered short orations. Then by 
invitation of the class, Rev. M. E. Mc- 
Linn, of Bloomsburg, in a most edifying 
and eloquent manner, addressed the class, 
in part, as follows : 

"There are two fundamentals in thought 
— cause and effect. The Mighty God, the 
first great cause, on the one hand, and 
the universe of His creation on the other. 
Towering above all other forms of the vis- 
ible creation stands man, its crowning 
glory, in the image of his God. But as- 
tounding fact ! We look out upon his- 
tory's dawn upon a world estranged from 
God ! Sin has entered and produced a 
chaos more terrible than that from which 
God wrought the order and beauty of Cos- 
mos, a finished earth for the highest good 
of its occupant — man. But as this benef- 
icent Creator could not suffer chaos in the 
physical world, He has planned and loved 
and wrought wonderfully upon this moral 
chaos with the most glorious and cheering 
results. We behold, then, too, powers en- 
tirely at work, the destructive forces of 
sin and the constructive energy of right- 
eousness. The end, however, is plain in 



view to the believing one, in the complete 
triumph of right and truth. 

"Moses was sent down to Egypt to de- 
liver the seed of Abraham from their griev- 
ous bondage and then before these rebel- 
lious people, in whose remarkable career 
were the mightiest miracles and evidences 
of Divine power, the Angel of the Cove- 
nant passed on to lead them to the Prom- 
ised Land. Up across the plain to idola- 
trous Israel at Bochum, came another mes- 
senger to speak the rebuking, warning 
words of Jehovah to a singularly disobedi- 
ent and gainsaying people. Not only An- 
gel visitants, but prophets were sent in 
quick and startling succession, with their 
soul-stirring messages from the God who 
chose them as His own. To what could 
all these look but the coming of Him who 
is the Messenger of the covenant, the re- 
fining fire of Malachi, Jesus the Son of 
God, by whom the world must be recon- 
ciled to God, for "God was in Christ re- 
conciling the world unto himself." * * 

"Ever since Jesus called His twelve dis- 
ciples and commissioned them to "go and 
preach the Gospel," etc., and placed upon 
them the seal of Almighty power through 
Divine Spirit, this office has had a specific 
name and [significance. An office is mag- 
nified by the character of the institution 
and the purpose in its establishment, but 
as men look so intently upon the visible 
and judge according to it, the office may 
be greatly magnified by the incumbent. It 
is a minister of the Lord Jesus Christ, not 
that he has chosen a profession, but he has 
heard and accepted a Divine call.

He must 
be an untrameled freeman by that truth in 
Christ Jesus which is able to make us free, 
and this freedom will enable him to lead 
others unto the highest liberty."

— That the young men who had 
completed the first year's course were sub- 
jected to a searching examination, in the 
presence of the judges, upon the follow- 
ing subjects, viz : Hebrew, Old Testament 
Exegesis, Greek, New Testament Exege- 
sis, Pastoral Theology and Systematic 
Theology. 

3d, — The judges are fully satisfied, that 



thorough and faithful work is being done 
by Prof. Yutzy in these branches, ever 
keeping in mind the great end of his voca- 
tion, the highest and best equipment of 
mind and heart for the ministry of the 
Word of the pastor's office. 

4th. — The young men examined acquit- 
ted themselves with much credit, showing 
that they had made very satisfactory pro- 
gress in the prosecution of their work in 
these subjects. Special mention is made 
of their performance in most difficult por- 
tions of Old Testament Exegesis nnd also 
in Dogmatics.

Primarius, and Thos. C. Hare, Esq., of 

Altoona, Sccundus. 

The Theological Alumni elected as offi- 
cers : Pres., Rev. C. M. Aurand, Ber- 
wick ; Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. I. 
II. McGann, Lewisburg. The selection of 
commencement orator for '98 was left to 
the wisdom of the officers. 

Campus day exercises were, as usual, a 
most delightful and attractive feature of 
the week. A multitude of people found 
comfort and pleasure listening to the ora- 
tions of B. F. Long, C. C. Yocum, the ad- 
dress of M. L. Snyder, and the history so 
spicily prepared by II. K. Barb. Music 
interspersed the exercises. Mr. C. B. 
ILirman, of the Senior Class, presided. 

Rev. I. II. McGann's address to the 
Theological Alumni, on Tuesday evening 
of Commencement week, was a scholarly 
one. His subject was, " Israel without a 
prophet," — Ps. 49:9. The address is wor- 
thy of being printed in full but space per- 
mits only a few brief extracts : 

"This period of historical darkness of 
which we speak, is an interesting stage in 
the transformation of the Jewish religion 
as in the history of contemporary nations. 
'There is no more any prophet — with Mai- 
achi the sun of Jewish prophecy has set.' 
There were teachers in religion but no 
prophets. Israel without a prophet and 
without a love for the prophets was the Is- 
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rael of law, the beginning of that right- 
eousness which could say, 'I thank thee, 
God, that I am not as other men are !' 

"The law had done its work. The 
prophet had pointed out in beautiful and 
unmistakable words the Promised Mes- 
siah. The ideas of heart purity, holiness 
and righteousness were clearly set forth in 
precept and symbol. Revelation as to. the 
Christ was complete. The Scribe and the 
Priest were the ruling functionaries. The 
Priest and the Lcvite who could pass by a 
brother bleeding from the wound of a high- 
wayman are the natural product of such a 
period. It was an age of law and not of 
love. 

"Grecian rule came next. In the wake 
of Alexander's world-Avide conquests fol- 
lowed Grecian culture and philosophy af- 
fecting also the Jew. Grecian colonies are 
planted, Grecian cities built and Grecian 
customs are introduced."
